COERCION FOR ALL ' 


A VOTE MAKING THE CRIMES 
BILL PERMANENT. 
®ROTESTS BY MESSRS. GLADSTONE AND 
MORLEY OF NO AVAIL—THE QUEEN’S 

GRANDSONS IN DUBLIN. 


LONDON, June 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night, Sir James Fergusson, Under For- 
eign Secretary, replying to Mr. Campbell, said 
the order in which the Queen received the Am- 
bassadors and Envoys on the occasion of her 
jubilee was devoid of special significance. The 
Papal envoy was received somewhat earlier than 
sowe of the other. The audiences appeared in 
the Cuurt circular in the order in which they 

were held. The mission of the Papal envoy was 
confined to offering congratulations to the 
Queen. 

Mr. W. H. Smith, First Lord of the Treasury, 
replying to Mr. Johnston, member for South Bel- 
fast, said that no proposal to establish diplo- 
matic relations petween England aud the Vati- 
ean hadever been coutempiated, nor had any 
such proposal been made to or by the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Smith announced that the Government in- 
tendéd to proceed with the Crimes bill until it 
passed the report stage. 

Mr. Rvubertson (Liberal) moved that a new 
clause be added to the bill. providing that the 
act could be repealed by an order in Council 
This, he said, would prevent the House of Lords 
Keeping the act on the statue book in defiance, 


possibly, of the wishes of the House of Com- 
mons. 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, op- 
posed the new clause, urging that the control of 
the House of Commons was carefully preserved 
in the bill, and that any Ministry could prevent 
its operation. The ciause was rejected. 

Mr. Morley moved that the duration of the 
act be imited to three years. It was the first 
time he said that any Government had the 
sbameful courage to propose perpetual coercion. 
In any exceptiona! mutilation of civil rights, par- 
ticularly in so grave and serious a mutilation as 
the present bill contemplated, the Government 
ought to be compeiled from time time, at toler- 
abiy short intervals, to examine whether the 
circumstances still justified the exisfance of 
such exceptional legislation. This was the first 
Government that cast to the winds the old- 
fashioned regard for liberty of subject and tke 
doctrine that exceptional legislation should not 
last one day longer than circumstances demand- 
ed. The bill turned into offenses acts which 
were not now considered offenses. He quoted 
returns of agrarian crime and urged that the 
figures showed there was the smallest possible 
necessity forthe bill. He protested against a 
permanence which implied a permanence of the 
evils against which the bill was directed. 

Sir R. E. Webster, Attorney-General, opposed 
Mr. Morley’s motion. He said that, although it 
Was true that previous bills were of restricted 
duration, no previous measure had contained 
the same safeguards and the same power of Par- 
liamentary revision as were embraced in the 
present bill. There had been workiug in Ireland 
forees closely connected with murder of the 
worst character, These forces had been sup- 
ported, not by the internal resources of ireland, 
but by large contributions of money from an- 
Other country. The Government must retain 
the power of judging when these forces were ut 
work. 

Mr. Gladstone urged that the special charac- 
ter of the bill was a reason for limiting its dura- 
tion. Its enactment as a permanent measure 
would aggravate existing evils and intensify 
that alienation and estrangement from the law 
wherein lay the fundamental evil of Ireland’s 
social condition. A list of precedents, unusu- 
ally long and authoritative, justified opposition 
to bills of a general character which placed the 
legisiative power in the hands of the executive. 
The invariable rule had been to limit the dura- 
tion of Such laws. The present bill created new 
crimes, and the Governmeut was handing over 
the people’s rights to be dealt with silently and 
secretly ut the discretion of the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. 

Mr. Balfour said that precedent showed that 
temporary bills were faliacious. Experience de- 
manded the adoption of permanent means. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Radical, supporting the 
amendment, said it-wasan honor to America to 
sevd money tO those who were fighting for the 
freedom of Ireland. 

Mr. Redmond also spoke in support of. the 
amendmeut, A division was then taken, and the 
amendment was rejected by a vote uf 180 to 119. 

Mr. Chance, Nationalist, moved that a new 
clause be added providing that the proceedings 
in certain criminal trials be reported by shurt- 
hand writers 

Mr. Holmes, Attorney-General for Ireland, op- 
posed the motion, which was rejected by a vote 
of 196 to 133. 

Mr. Chance moved several new clauses to the 
Crimes bill dealing with legal procedure, all of 
which were rejected by large majorities. 

The Government has decided to close the re- 
port stage of the Crimes bill on Thursday and to 
ask the House to proceed with the bill daily 
until it passes the third reading. The Land bill 
7 come up in the louse of Commons on Mon- 

ay. 

Prince Albert Victor and Prince George of 
Wales arrived in Dublin vo-day to attend the 
ceremonies which will take place in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral to-morrow in honor of the Queen’s 
jubilee. They are uccompanied by Capt. Greville. 
The Princes arrived at Kingstown at the ap- 
pointed time, and were received. with great en- 
thusiasm. The Marquis of Londonderry, frish 
Viceroy, met them, and the Town Commis- 
sioners presented them with an/ address. The 
Princes then proceeded to Dublin. Upon 

their arrival they were presented with an ad- 
dress of welcome by the Conservative citizens. 
One of the sentiments expressed in this address 
was as follows: “We welcome the grandsons of 
her Majeaty the Queen, under whom Ireland has 
enjoyed the blessings of just laws, true liberty, 
and constitutiona’;government.” Prince Albert 
Victor responded to the address, and then he 
and his brother, with their party and escort, pro- 
ceeded, to the Viceregal lodge. During the 
journey of the Princes throuch the streets there 
was much cheering by the crowds, some cries of 
“Coercion.” aud occasional cheering for Mr. 
Parnell. The Benchers gave a banquet this 
evening in honor of the Princes, who afterward 
attended the citizens’ ball, meeting with an en- 
thusiastic reception. 

Mr. Parnell has advised Mr. Gill, who was re- 
cently nominated by the Common Council as 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, and whose nomination 
caused some discontent among the Nationalists, 
to withdraw in favor of Mr. Sexton. Mr. Gill 
has accepted the advice offered by Mr. Parnell 
and has withdrawn his name as a candidate. 

_The Pope has postponed the visit of Mer. Per- 
sico and Mgr. Gualdi to Ireland because of the 
representations made tothe Vatican by Cardinal 
Manning and Archbishop Walsh. The mission 
was ordered with a view to obtain a report based 
on personal observation of the political and 
social condition of the Irish people. Cardinal 
Manning and Archbishop Walsh have convinced 
the Pope that an intervention on his part in 
Irish affairs just now would be inexpedient, and 
would produce a bad impression.

THE THISTLE’S LATEST VICTORY. 
SHE BEATS THE IREX IN A STRONG WIND 
—THE GENESTA’S TRIUMPH. 

GLAsGow, June 27.—The match race be- 
tween the yachts Thistle and Irex was sailed 
to-day over the Northern Yacht Club course. 
The Irex was allowed seven minutes and three 
seconds on the full course, which was 50 miles 
long. The Thistle took the lead at the start, 
and at the end of 20 miles was 31% minutes 
ahead of her opponent. The Thistle won the 
race, covering the coursein 4:09:40, the [rex’s 
time being 4:17:46. The Thistie saved her time 


allowed the Irex and won by 1 minute and 3 
seconds. The wind wasstrong during the en- 
tire contest. 

Capt. Barr, commander of the Thistle, in an 
interview after to-day’s contest, said he regard- 
ed the race as the best test the Thistle had yet 
undergone. There was a good breeze, he said, 
and the course was such as to enable both 
yachts to show their abilities in running, reach- 
ing, and beating about. Experts declare that 
the Irex Was more sinartly handled to-day than 
even the Thistle, although the latter had the 
larger crew. The Irex lost a spinnaker during 
the last run, but it was replaced in three min- 
utes. The Thistle has gone to Dunoon, near 
Greenock, 


LonpDoN, June 27.—The Genesta has won 
the jubilee yacht race, Her time over the 
course was 12days16 hours and 55 minutes. 
The Sleuthhound was signaled off Ventnor, Isle 
of Wight, at 10:10 o’clock this forenoon.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Srmxa, June 27.—It is reported that the

Paris, June 27.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Labordere moved that the 
Senate be elected by universal suffrage, and 
asked urgency for the motion. Premier Rouvier 
and M. Rayna! opposed the motion, saying that 
such @ measure would result in the suppression 
of the Senate, whose existence was desirable. 
A motion for urgency was rejected by a vote of 
317 to 205, 

The committee appointed toinquire into the 
position of foreigners in France to-day rejected 
the proposal to tax all foreigners, after having 
heard Minister Flourens’s views on the subject. 
A proposal was then made that foreigners shall 
be obliged to declare their domicile in order to 
insure identity and subject them to the same 
taxes as areimposed upon Freuchinen exempt 
from military service. M. Flourens said that 
the new proposal did not appear to be contrary 
to existing commercial treaties. 

President Grévy’s nephew Leon was married 
to Louise, daughter of Senator Labiche, at the 
Church of the Madeleine to-day. The President 
was one of the witnesses. 


A DEADLY OONFLIOT. 


IN WHICH ONE WHITE MAN AND SIX 
NEGROES WERE KILLED. 

NEwW-ORLEANS, La., June 27.—Advices 
from Oak Ridge, a small town in Morehouse 
Parish, North Louisiana, and 20 miles from a 
telegraph station, report a riot, in which one 
white man and six negroes were killed. The 
best information is that a negro was accused of 
assaulting a white woman, and preparations 
were made to lynch him according to the cus- 
tomary formula in that section. Before daylight 
this morning a party of white men went to the 
negro’s house, and were fired upon by the 
negro and his _ friends. One of the 


besiegers, George Higginbotham, was in- 
stantly killed, and John Conger. Town 
Marshal, Bart Gardner, Deputy Sheriff; T. G. 
Bingham, editor of the Morehouse sentinel, and 
Messrs. Gilmore and Buker, wounded. The 
whites returned the fire with deadly effect, 
killing six of the negroes, including the accused 
man. As soon as the news spread the negrees 
from all the surroundine country flocked to 
town, and Sheriff W. H. Douglas, with a posse of 
20 armed men left Bastrop for the scene of the 
difficulty. At noon to-day bodies of white men 
Were moving from Girod and other points to- 
ward Oak Ridge. A conflict between whites and 
blacks with most serious results to the latter is 
expected. 

Another version of the affair is that a negro 
‘cOmmitted an assault on a white girl and was ar- 
rested therefor. At 7o’clock last night, while 
two Deputies were taking him to jail. they were 
fired on from ambush by Jerry Baldwin, anegro, 
aud his two sons and three othernegroes, wound- 
ing Deputies Baker and Gardner. The negroes 
then ran and took refuge in a cabin about 
two miles from town. On learning their 
whereabouts a posse went to arrest 
them. When the Sheriff and his men neared the 
cabin the negroes fired on them, killing G. W. 
Higyinbotham, a young white man, and danger- 
ously wounding Constables Johu Conger, Gard- 
ner, and Baker. The posse returned the fire, 
killing Jerry Baldwin and one of his sons and 
four other negroes that were in the crowd. 
Conger died of his wounds at 3 this afternoon 
with 11 bulleta through him. At last accounts 
20 men had arrived from Bastrop and all was 
quiet. 


THE FIDELIIY BANK. 


MR. TRENHOLM TRYING TO FIND OUT 
WHERE THE MONEY WENT TO. 

CHICAGO, June 27.—Coatroller Trenholm 
paid a flying visit to Chicago to-day, arriving 
here this morning and leaving in the evening. 
He came to see if Chicago bankers could 
throw any light on the manner in which 
the funds of the Fidelity Bank of 
Cincipnati disappeared, and, in reply to a ques- 
tion by a reporter, said the Chicago banks were 
all right. Asked about the condition of the 
Fidelity, Mr. Trenholm said that its affairs were 
80 tangled that nobody could say how it stood. 
“Some of their money,” he remarked, ‘“‘ seems 
simply to have melted away. Iam now trying 
to find out where it has gone.” 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 27.—The affairs 
of the Fidelity National bank are very quiet to- 
day. Itis stated that David Armstrong, of Jack- 
son, Ohio, has been selected for Receiver of the 
bank. Heisin the city, and has to await the 
execution and approval of his bond before 
taking possession. Mr. Armstrong now holds 
the position of Cashier of the First National 
Bank of Jackson, a bank doing business with a 
capital of $50,000. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., June 27.—The Thorn- 
town National Bank of Thorntown, Ind., to-day 
brought suit for attachment for $2,700 against 
the funds in the Indiana National Bank of this 
city to the credit of the Fidelity National Bank 
of Cincinnati. The Thorntown Bank had that 


amount on depositin the Fidelity when the lat- 
ter failed. 


MANY LIVES LOST IN TEXAS. 

LONGVIEW, Texas, June 27.—One of the 
most destructive sturms ever known here oc- 
curred last night. The main portion of 
the storm did not. strike this place, 
but 20 miles below here it cur- 
ried death and destruction ip its course. 
At New-Prospect, a neighboring town 20 miles 
south of here, five men were killed outright. At 
Fairplay, asmall hamlet, one woman and two 
children, who took shelter in an old house 
ou which a very long tree fell, were killed. 
In the track of the tornado nothing was 
left. The county is thinly settled, which ac- 
counts for the few lives lost. As there is no tel- 
egraphic communication but little cau be learned 
at this time, and all reports are meagre in the 
extreme. A heavy wind and rain storm is raging 
now.

THE YALE RECORD BEATEN 


WORK OF HARVARD'S OARS- 
MEN ON THE THAMES. 

A BEAUTIFUL RACE IN WHICH THE CO- 
LUMBIA CREW WAS LEFT BEHIND 
AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 

NEwW-LONDON, Conn., June 27.—Columbia 
and the record were beaten this afternoon by 

Harvard’s University eightin the prettiest race 

which the Thames has seen in five years. It was 

a beautiful contest from beginning to end, 

rowed desperately from the start, steered finely 

most of the way, and with wind, weather, and 
water favorable for great speed. As THE TIMES 
predicted this morning the fight was fairly wonin 
the first two miles, but every foot of the lead 
was gallantly struggled for, andeven when their 
case seemed hopeless the Columbla crew rowed 
gamely over the last two miles, in spite of the 
fact that the Cambridge boat had a long stretch 


of clear water between its rudder and the bow of 
the New-York shell. 


The race to-day brought the first rush of vis- 
itors to New-London. They came in throngs, 
everybody decorated with a bitof blue and white 
or crimson ribbon. College boys swarmed every- 
where, and college girls, decorated with particu- 
larly bright rosettes and bows and sashes, 
swarmed with them. They kept coming all day 
until, when the hour for the race arrived, New- 
London looked like a convention of young folks 
madly desirous of causing a ribbon famine. 

Up the river at the oarsmen’s quarters there 
was a great dealof activity. The Harvard and 
Columbia shells were receiving final touches, and 


the men were getting the last bits of advice 
about how to make four miles of water as short 
as possible. Both of the crews were out for 
practice spius in_the morning, but inaulged in 
no heavy work. Every one of their members 
‘was reported. as sound as a bell. The postpone- 
rmaent of the race from last Thursday had proved 
advantageous to Columbia, and her men were in 
far better form than they were then. Capt. 
Richards and Capt. Keyes said they were satis- 
fied with everything. They expected a cluse 
race, and each meant to do his best to win. 

The conditions for the race were all that could 
be asked. ,At 5 o’clock, half an hour before the 
time set for the contest, the water was smooth, 
the tide was running out,and the wind was 
blowing with moderate strength fyom the north. 
An observation train of eight canvas-topped, 
circus-benched cars, crowded with spectators, 
started up the New-London Northern Railroad 
for the first flag, four miles from the finish, 
while the steamers Manhanset, Osprey, Welling- 
ton, Julia, and Creole, black with passengers, 
the steam yachts Empress, Nereid, and Orienta 
and a squad of launches sped up the river. 

With the crowd Columbia was the favorite. 
Some of the New-Londoners backed her in small 
bets of 2 to1, but the great bulk of the betting 
Was at even money. It was a hard race for out- 
siders to get tips on, but the insiders knew 
that Columbia on Saturday had made the course 
in 20:34, while Harvard ,was credited with even 
slightly better time. At the Yale quarters Har- 
vard was believed to be almost sure of the race. 
Columbia’s contingent brought a good deal of 
money from New-York this morning. Most ofit 
to-night is resting in Harvard men’s pockets. 

Contrary to all precedent there were no delays 
today. Both crews were at the starting point 
on time, and as they paddled into position and 
stripped off their jerseys there seemed little 
choice between them. Each boat had eight 
brawny, brown-backed men handling the oars, 
with a little fellow tucked in between the rudder 
lines for good measure. Harvard had the west 
course out in the stream, while Columbia was up 
agaiust the east bank. For the last two miles 
she would have the better course, but Harvard’s 
position was superior for the first two, and 
it was the first two miles that settled 
the race. Referee Watson sent them off at 
5:35 o’clock. They caught the water together, 
but Harvard. starting with a 38-stroke, slowly 
drew ahead of Columbia, who was pulling a good 
36. Harvard dropped to that figure, and then 
the shells dashed along, with the sharp nose of 
the Cambridge craft a dozen feet ahead. There 
it hung for afurlong. It was a beautiful exhi- 
bition of rowing, fast, accurate, and telling, with 
very little splashing. On the train the college 
boys were cheering with all their might, and on 
the steamers the people would have cheered too, 
if the crowding had left any breattetrthernie- 

But Columbia began to ‘pick up the inches of 
her adversary’s lead until the two shells were 
side by side, andthenthe New-York boat drew 
ahead and took the lead for the first time. On 
the second quarter the Cambridge shell ate up 
the gap and nearly half a length as well, for 
the Harvard crew reached the half mile two 
seconds before the Columbia. Close behind them 
was the Yale launch, and from it the time for the 
half mile was taken—Harvard, 2:48; Columbia, 
2:50. For the next half mile both crews pulled 
a clean stroke of 36 to the minute, and neither 
gained a foot, for the boats were just two sec- 
onds apart at the mile flag. Harvard’s time was 
4:59; Columbia’s 5:01—wonderful speed for the 
tirst-mile of a four mile race, and showing better 
than anything else the flerce tight for the lead. 

On the next half mile Columbia’s stroke went 
down to 33 and Harvard's to 35, and before it 
was ended the New-Yorkers, after leading for a 
moment, were in the ‘‘eel grass” region which a 
Yale crew made famous, There the current was 
slack and the effect was evident. Harvard 
spurted and made the mile and a half in 7:16, 
but Columbia, falling behind again, took 7:25. 
Harvard eased up her stroke to 33 before she 
reached the two-mile flag, but she madeitin 
10:11. Poor Columbia, still struggling through 
the ill-omened region, lost steadily, and when 
sbe reached the flag was 17 seconds—a good 
tour lengths—behind. 

Harvard had struck the pace and stroke which 
she held to the finish. With her lead she could 
afford to keep at 33, and the spectators on the 
banks and steamers felt that she nad already 
won. But Columbia was full of pluck. On the fifth 
half mile up went her stroke to 35, and on the 
stretch she gained three seconds, although the 
spurt seemed to cause a momentary break in 
the swing of the men in the waist of the boat. 
The time taken on the Yale launch for two and 
a half miles was: Harvard, 12:38; Columbia, 
12°52. 

The sixth half mile was a repetition of the 
fifth, Columbia pulling 36 and Harvard 33, and 
again the blue and white oarsmen gained, cut- 
ting down the Cambridge crew’s lead to eight 
seconds. The three miles weremade by Harvard 
in 15:06 and by Columbia in 15:14. Harvard 
had pulled a beautiful race so far, but on the last 
mile in spite of her comparatively slow stroke 
the work became a trifle ragged. The bow oar 
splashed considerably, and No. 3 seemed to have 
become a bit pumped. Columbia spurted and 
rap her stroke up to 37, taking her last chances, 
The effort gained her one second at the three- 
mile and a half flag, where the time was: Har- 
vard, 17:15; Columbia, 17:22. 

There was stilla half mile before the finish, 
and Columbia did her best to make it speedily. 
She held her stroke of 37 to the end, but never- 
theless she lost on the stretch, for the Harvara 
men put still more vim into their work, and 
added three seconds to their lead. Leading by 
two anda half lengths they went adross the 
finish line, while the steamers whistled loudly 
and the crowd on the shore used its lungs vigor- 
ously. 

The time as made on the Yale launch was: 
Harvard, 20:15; Columbia, 20:25. On the Man- 
hauset two watches made the winner’s time 
20:15! and 20:16. F. G. Peters, an old oars- 
man, took the time on the Yale launch, and it is 
generally accepted as correct, especially as Yale 
men would hardly overestimate Harvard’s per- 
formance. The referee’s boat was a long dis- 
tance behina the other steamers at the tinish, 
and the time given by the referee as official was: 
Harvard, 20:20; Columbia, 20:29. This is be- 
lieved to be too great. In any case, both Har- 
vard and Columbia beat the record of 20:31, 
made by Yale in 1884. 

The men were not badly pumped, considering 
the time they made, and neither boat had any 
passengers onthe way. The officers of the day 
were: Referee—R. C. Watson; Judges on boat, 
for Harvard—F. 8. Coolidge; tor Columbia—W.

ANSWERING MR. BRADLEY. 


COLORED FPEOPLE AT ASBURY PARK 
SPEAK OUT IN MEETING. 

Asbury Park, N. J., June 27.—The little 
edifice of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Chureh, in West Asbury Park, was crowded to- 
night when the meeting called by the colored 
people to protest against the recent remarks 
made by James A Bradley, the founder of the 
Park, in reference to the obnoxious manners of 
certain classes on the beach plaza was held, 
Nearly one-half of those present were white. 
The Rev. F. A. Corsey offered a prayer, in which 


he asked the blessing of God while they were 
engaged in defending their rights. 

The Rev. John Francis Robinson, Pastor of 
the church, denounced Mr. Bradley’s remarks as 
an outrageous insult against the colored race, 
and said they were simply the old slavery feel- 
ings aud ideas revived. ‘*We are here,” he 
said, “to defend our citizenship and our man- 
hood. This we want todo peacefully. We col- 
ored people fought for our liberty some years 
ago, and we do not propose to be denied it at 
this late day. We will not be dictated toin this 
manner by Mr. Bradley or any other man. Why, 
he sent me an open letter this evening, telling 
just how to conduct this meeting: Iam here 
to defend seven andahalf millions of people 
from insults hurled at their race because of 
their color. The colored man contributes largely 
to the wealth and prosperity of the country, in- 
cluding the town of Asbury Park. We area free 
people, and we have the same rights by law as 
our fellow-citizens whose skins are white. We 
are here in Asbury Park, and we are here to 
stay. We fought to save the Union as the 
white man _ did. This country is for 
the whites and blacks alike,  in- 
cluding even the beacn of Asbury Park. 
We shall go tothe beach when we please, be- 
cause we have a right there. Elan | may put up 
signs telling us to keep off the beach, but we 
will go there just the same, If there were 
notices tacked up on the doors of hell, telling 
the negroes not to go there, some of them 
would because we have the right to go there. 
Mr. Bradley said he was the father of this 
9% of rubbish printed against our race. Well, 
f it is his child, we are here to-night to nurse 
it for him.” 

Mr. Robinson then read Mr. Bradley’s remarks 
in reference to the way the heach seats and 
pee are monopolized by the colored help of the 

otels and cottages. He commented sharply 
upon the article, and condemned Mr. Bradley’s 
stand in the matter. He claimed that the poor 
colored people did as much for the prosperity 
of the Park as the poor whites, and yet the 
whites wanted to be protected from them. 
He wanted protection for the colored young 
ladies and cultivated young men when they 
were insulted and annoyed by the poor whites. 
He claimed that Mr. Bradley had shown the 
same spiritas was shown in the South before 
the war, and his action was an outgrowth of the 
old race feeling. His sarcastic comments upon 
Mr. Bradley’s remarks were greeted with ring- 
ing cheers. 

Prof. Newsome, the Principal of the colored 
public school of this district, read the following 
preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, Mr. James A. Bradley, of Asbury Park, 
recently has placed before the public an article un- 
wholesome to the tastes of cultivated and respec- 


ee colored citizens of the above-named piace; 
an 


Whereas, We, the respectable citizens of this place, 


feel fully justified in boldly resenting such gross 
insults, therefore be it 

Resoived, That we, respectable colored citizens of 
peeing Park, while not in the least sympathizing 
with those who are deserving of such imputations, 
yet do herein record our solemn protest against the 
slurs huried at us as @ nation, and be it further 

Resolved, That we herein request Mr. Bradley and 
his colleagues in their further utterances to specify 
more definitely the class to whom they refer; and be 
it finally 


Resolved, That, feeling our weakness and justness 
of our cause, we appeal to the intelligent colored 
press in particular, and our white friends in gen- 
eral, who are ever ready to lend us a nelpng hand, 
to listen to the cry from Macedonia, and by taking 
up our cause help us. 

The resolutions were adopted with cheers. In 
a short speech the Professor denounced Mr. 
Bradley for not separating the respectable and 
orderly class of negroes from those who conduct 
themselves in such @ Manner as to annoy the 
hotel guests and cottagers. J. R. Arneau, editor 
of the New-York Enterprise, also &8poke strongly 
against Mr. Bradley’s stand in the matter.

FALL OF A NEW BUILDING. 

Boston, June 27—Falling buildings have 
been rather numerous for comfort in Boston of 
late, but the most inexplicable case of the kind 
occurred this morning, when a building in 
Charlestown, used for the storage of agricultural 
implements, fell from the weight of lits contents, 
and two men received fatal injuries. The build- 
ing was new, having been occupied only a fort- 
night, and so far as can beseenevery precaution 
was taken to insure solidity and safety. It was 
designed to accommodate horses on the first 


floor, with a storage room above. The storage 
floor was supported by three trusses, in a 
distance of 48 feet, wade of heavy timber 
and iron rods bolted together, and which were 
calculated to stand any strain hkely to be put 
upon them. Only one carload of implements 
had been placed in the building, and these 
weighed about 15 tons. The cause of the acci- 
dent is supposed to have been the drawing out 
of the truss bolts. As the floor fellit carried 
down with it the roof, and these caused the sides 
to bulge out, that on the north falling flat to the 
ground. The upper part of the east end 
also fell outward, while the lower part 
tumbled in on to the lower floor. The 
building was erected by A. G. Greene, 
@ contractor of Chelmeford, who has 
put up many large structures in this vicinity. 
He states that he was instructed to spare no ex- 
pensein putting up the building, and that under 
ordinary circumstances it ought to have been 
good for 40 years. He thinks the accident was 
the result of the oblique strain on the beams 
from the system of pulleys and in hoisting mow- 
ing machines to the second floor, a strain that 
Was pot estimated in the construction of the 
building. A half dozen men were at work in 
and around the building af the time, but only 
two—Abner Stacy and William Durfee—went 
down with the building. Stacy was terribly 
crushed and his back was broken, while Durfee 
received internal injuries and had both legs 
broken.

TO JAIL FOR ELECTION FRAUDS. 

BALTIMORE, June 27.—There are six very 
unhappy men in the city jail to-night. They are 
James H. Hamlin, Charles M. Owens, Isaiah 
Waters, John Brandan. John B. Sanner, and 
William J. Byrne, judges and clerks of elec- 
tions, who were recently convicted of conspir- 


acy to defraud at the elections last Fall. They 
owe their fate largely to the work of the Reform 
League. The best criminal lawyers fought for 
them through long and sensational trials and 
through the Court of Appeals, but the ver- 
dict was always against them. To-day 
they came before Judge Duffy for sen- 
tence. They expected to have to pay heavy 
fines, but nothing more. The Judge gazed at 
them amid profound silence, and then said 
slowly: * You are each sentenced to be confined 
in the Baltimore City Jail for a period of two 
years.” It was the highest penalty that the 
court could inflict, except an additional tine of 
$1,000, which was imposed only in the case of 
Hamlin. The prisoners almost collapsed when 
they heard the Judge’s words, and Hamlin was 
especially affected. 

Henry Heintzerling was also to have been 
sentenced, but he left the town and his bail was 
forfeited. The others are mad because they did 
not do the same thing. More judges are on 
trial, and, before the end is reacbed, there will 
be a considerable colony of them in the jail. 


THE ROSTILE APACHES SURRENDER. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Adjt.-Gen. Drum 
to-day received the following telegram from 
Gen. O. O. Howard dated Fort Mason, Cal., 
June 26: 

“Gen. Miles sends the following from San Carlos, 
Ariz.: ‘Lieut. Johusof’s surprise and capture and 
the rapid pursuit of the troops have driven the band 
of hostiles back to the reservation, where they have 
surrendered and I have instituted an investigation 
and detailed a General Court Martial for trial of 
three guilty of military offenses, thus ending the 
present disturbances.’ ” 

Now that the Apache campaign is over, it is 
stated at the War Department that Capt. Lawton’s 
company, of the Fourth Cavalry, will be enabled 
to come to Washington without delay to form a 
part of the cavalry post at Fort Myer. The 
other company, which wiil complete the post, 
belongs to the Eighth Cavalry, and will, it is ex- 
pected, start East before the end of the first 
week in July, so that both companies will prob- 


ably be here by the middle of next month.

MRS. POTTER AS FAUSTINE 


A BRILLIANT AUDIENOE AT 
THE LONDON GAIETY. 
ILLUSTRIOUS CROWNED HEADS AND 
FAMOUS DEADHEADS,IN THE BOXES 
AND STALLS—THE LADY’S ARTISTIC 


IMPROVEMENT CORDIALLY RECOG- 
NIZED.

Lonpon, June 27.—The Gaiety Theatre 
Was crowded in all parts to-night when Mrs. 
James Brown Potter and her company present- 
ed, for the first time in London, “Civil War,” an 
English version by Herman Merrivale of Alfred 
Delpit’s ‘Mile. ae Bressier.” Conspicuous 
in the large and brilliant assemblage were the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, the King of the 
Hellenes, the Duke of Sparta, the Prince and 
Princess of Saxe-Meiningen, Baron Roth- 
schild, Leopold Rothschild, Alfred Rothschild, 
the Earl of Londesborough, Mr. and Mrs. Sydney 
Bancroft, ‘Colonel, the Honorable” William F. 
Cody, Major Burke, Red shirt, James G. Blaine, 
Thomas Burnside, Helen Barry, Grace Haw- 
thorne, Oscar Wilde, Mr. and Mrs. Albert Weber, 
Saville Clarke, and Nate Salsbury. This au- 
dience was certainly representative of all classes 
of theatregoers and patrons of the drama. Mrs. 
Potter, who was a lovely picture in her new 
Worth gowns, was cordially received, and the 
play was followed with close attention. 

* Civil War” did not go as well as it didin 
Brignton last Saturday, partly hecause there 
was amore critical audience than that which 
attended the trial matinée and partly because 
the performance was not quite so spirited, the 
principal actors betraying their anxiety by 
their somewhat too deliberate manner of speech 
and action. Thus the time was taken too slowly, 
to use a musical expression that applies perfect- 
ly in this case, and the first act, which 
is written well enough, but is descriptive 
and explanatory rather than dramatic, went for 
almost: nothing. One thing the performance 
did prove, however, wasthat Mrs. Potter is a 
much better actress than her unfortunate ex- 
periment with that doleful drama, “ Man and 
Wife,” seemed to indicate. Her Faustine de 
Bressier is a much more interesting portrayal 
than her Anne Sylvester. She has greatly im- 
proved in artistic facility, and her dressing and 
carriage are far better than on the occasion 
of her first appearance at the Haymarket The- 
atre. 

Faustine’s exit in the third act after the love 
scene with Jacques Rosny (Kyrle Bellew) was 
followed by loud, long-continued applause, and 
Mrs. Potter was recalled after each act in 
which she appeared. Her dresses, designed 
and made by Worth, were chef d’auvres of the 
milliner’s art. In the second act she wore 
a handsome white dress with a fragment of a 
waist, the intervening portion of which was 
filled in with creamy lace. In the third act her 
dress, of an exquisite shade of blue, was cut en 
corsage, the sleeves being blue, with lace slash- 
ings allcovered with bugles. In the fourth act 
she wore widow’s weeds. 

It can consistently be said that, while Mrs. 
Potter’s artistic skill has unquestionably im- 
proved, the play is not likely to have a long run 
in London. Merrivale, a graceful writer who 
lacks constructive ability, has retained al) the 
objectionable features of Delpit’s play, which 
failed to interest Paris,. and is not likely to suit 
critical theatregoers anywhere. 

The play in its. original form was first acted 
at the Ambigu in April. It is a theatrical ver- 
sion of a novel, and in French has the manifold 
faults of such productions, which Mr. Merrivale 
seems to have carefully preserved. Thisis an 
outline of the story: Im the first scene, time 
1871, Faustine is anxiously waiting, at the 
Chiteau Bressier, the return of her father, 
Gen. de Bressier. The battle of Montretout 
has been fought and the air is full 
of ugly rumors about Communist atrocities. To 
the chiteau, weary and nearly famishedad, comes 
Frangoise Rosny, who has been seeking in the 
suburbs for tidings of her husband, a typogra- 
pher, who has fallen a victim to the Communist- 
ic craze. Francoise is kindly received and com- 
forted by Faustine, and goes on her way witha 
lighter heart. Soon after her departure 
Rosny himself, a fugitive, arrives, is kind- 
ly cared for by Faustine, and provided 
with a hiding place, secure from the pur- 
suing soldiers. But when Faustine learns that 
her father, the General, and her only brother 
have been murdered by a band of Communists, 
headed by Rosny, she gives the fugitive up to 
his pursuers and heis hanged. Years pass, and 
Faustine, now a rich man’s wife, sits for her 
portrait to Jacques Rosny, son of the Com- 
munist. The artist and the lady fallin love, 
and fortune favors them, for the lady’s husband 
dies and she is free to give her hand as well as 
her hearttoJacques. Then the mother of Jacques 
becomes a strong factorin the play, She forbids 
him to wed the woman who destroyed his fath- 
er’s life. Jacques struggles between filial affec- 
tion and duty and his passion for Faustine. 
Finally the gentle influence of the younger 
woman’s love overcomes the indignation ana 
opposition of the mother. She relents, and con- 
sents to the marriage. 

Mr. Kyrle Bellew was at his best as Jacques 
2osny, and achieved considerable success. His 
style of acting is too well Known in New-York to 
need further comment.

DROWNED IN THE POND. 

Nyack, N. Y., June 27.—This afternoon 
John L. Brennan, a youth of 17 years, wentein 
swimming in the pond along the Nyack turn- 
pike, diving off the board walk, which runs out 
into the water some distance. He came up 
shortly afterward, then sank again, and itis sup- 
posed he was taken with a cramp. Another 
young man named Ernest Beers saw him go 


under, and ran oft to give the alarm. In ashort 
time young Brennan’s father and Coroner W. G. 
Stevenson, with two or three others, were at the 
pond, and an effort was made to recuver the 
body, but 1t was over two hours before it could 
be found. Pohce Officer Clarence W. Felter first 
discovered the body with a hook, and Charles 
Mitcheli, another young man, baulea itout. Of 
course life was extinct. Coronor Stevenson 
held an inquest, and a verdict of accidental 
drowning was given. Young Brennan’s father 
was completely broken down wien his son’s 
body was brought out of the water, as the boy 
was known to be one of the best in the town. 
Nearly every Sumer for a number of” years 
past somebody has been drowned in this pound.

SETTLERS READY FOR WAR. 


TROUBLE BREWING ON THE MAXWELL 
LAND GRANT. 

Raton, New-Mexico, June 27.—The 
northern part of the Territory is in a. ferment 
over the calis and circulars issued by a commit- 
tee to the settlers on the Maxwell land grant. 
The Land Commissioners and Land Agents in 
the employ of the Government are charged with 
bribery, and are alleged to be using every means 
to turn the grant over to the land grabbers. 
The settlers on the Maxwell grant have recent- 


ly held three meetings, and have decided to sus- 
tain the decision of the Secretary of the Interior 
with arms. Resolutions were passed denounc- 
ing Commissioner Williainson and threatening 
to kill hu or his surveyors should they insist 
on encroaching on the land. Large purchases 
of guns have been made both at Silver City and 
Santa Fé and distributed among the settlera. 
It has been decided, however, that there shall 
be no bloodshed until August, pending which 
time the settlers willtry what virtue there is 
in peaceable negotiatibns, The following circu- 
lar is posted up all over the grant, aud repre- 
sents the sentimeuts of the settlers: ; 


Snoulder arms! Forward march! settlers, the so- 
called Maxwell grant is public domain. It was 
thrown open to settlement and entry as public land 
in 1874 by the finaland authoritative judgment of 
the Secretary of the Interior. This final judgment, 
settlers, has never been reversed. For several years 
it has been treated with contempt by speculators 
and corrupt officials, but it has never been reversed. 
Commissioner Williamson, after the Secretary had 
progam: the judgment of the Land Department 

nal, could not reverse that judgment. The su- 
preme Court did notdareto say in its printed de.

THE O1L MEN'S STRIKE. 


FEARS THAT IT WILL SPREAD THROUGH- 
OUT THE COUNTRY. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—The striking 
oil men made a new move to-day, which, if 
successful, may result in a general strike of all 
the employes of the Standard Oil Company 
throughout the country, especially the re- 
fineries situated at Cleveland, Buffalo, New- 
York, Brooklyn, Pittsburg, Bayonne, and Oil 
City. Over 20,000 men would be thus 
affected. The works of the Atlantic and 
Philadelphia Refining Companies at Point 


Breeze are now almost effectually tied up. The 
vickets of the strikers are exceedingly vigilant, 
and have succeeded in persuading a great crowd 
of men froin working in their places. The com- 
pany have advertised for men in all the leading 
cities, but out of a company of 30 that arrived 
from Newark to-day not one went to work. 
Nuinbers of them attended the strikers’ meeting. 
One of them said: ** We did not know there was 
astrike here. We saw the advertisement for 
steudy work, and we came; but we did not go to 
work just the same.” 

The boiler men to the number of 20 went out 
to-day. The men say that there are not a hun- 
dred men working in the refineries. An en- 
thusiastic meeting of the strikers was heid at 
Welder’s Hall, Broad and Christian streets, 
this afternoon. It was the largest 
meeting held yet and the most impor- 
tant, The report of Stevedores’ Local Assembly, 
No. 7,202, that they would support the strikers 
to @ man was received with great cheering. 
With the support of the stevedores the works 
will be practically closed. The pickets reported 
that they had turned away upward of 800 men. 
The Arbitration Committee presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, H. L. Davis has refused to concede any- 
thing to our committes; and 


Whereas, We have used every peaceful means to 
settie the strike, 

Resolved, That we lay the cause and origin of our 
strike before the Manufacturing Commitiee of the 
Standard Oil Company in New-York. 

Resolved,. That we ask them to investigate the 
matter. if this attempt be unsuccessful, that we 
calion our brethern inal! the reiineries under the 
Standard Oil Company to come to our aid. : 

The resolutions closed with an exhortation to 
be firm. Correspondence with New-York has 
assured the strikers here of the support of their 
New-York brethren. 


ER ORL SS 
CHICAGO'S BiG PORK FIRE. 


CuicaGo, June 27.—Of the firemen in- 


jured at yesterday’s blaze at the stock yards, 
one died last night and four more are in a pre- 
carious condition, being injured internally and 


haying limbs broken. At 1 o’clock this morning 
the flames broke out afresh about the chill 
rooms of what is known as the “ hutch” 
house. Under the south chill rooms ¢2,000,- 
006 pounds of prime pork was _ pick- 
ling in the vat. The contents of 
the chill room and vat are valued at from $300,- 
000 to $350,000. A shaky wall was all that 
separated this from the flames, and the tiremen 
had to work harder than any time during the 
progress of the fire to prevent their spread. At 
3 o’clock the entire district was still in a lurid 
glare, but the danger of the north wall falling 
was passed. Then streams were directed at the 
burning mass. [t will require constant work for 
48 hours to thoroughly extinguish the smolder- 
ing pork. 

The insurance on the property foots up $8 07.- 
750, ef which $180,000 is on the buildings 
and the remainder upon the contents. 
Most of the policies were for $2,500 
apiece, and a list would include nearly 
every insurance company in the United 
States, besides numerous foreign companies, No 
single concern suffers more than a comparative- 
ly trifling loss. Armour’s insurance amounts to 
$105,000, which with salvage pretty fully in- 
demnifies him. The Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision Company will probably have to beara 
loss of about $300,000 over and above their in- 
surance.

TO INSPECT THE FACTORIES. 

HARTFORD, Conn.. June 27.—Gov. Louns- 
bury has appointed William P. Kelly, of Killing- 
ly, as Factory Inspector for two years from July 
1. This is a new oflice created by the last Legis- 
lature, in which Kelly was a Republican member 


of the House. The salary is $1,500 per annum 
aud necessary expenses. Kelly is a country 
merchant and a capable man, but without any 
special knowledge fitting him for his duties, 
which are to inspect the factories of the State as 
to bad ventilation, dangerous machinery, hatch- 
ways, &c., and to recommend measures for rem- 
edying defects of this kind. He is authorized to 
employ special agents, and under this provision 
ofthe law may command the services of experts. 
Rumor had assigned this appointmenttoSenator 
Bates, Chairman of the Labor Committee of the 
last Legislature, and also to a Republican identi- 
fied with the labor interests. The appointment 
of Mr. Kelly, therefore, is somewhat of @ sur- 
prise. He belongs toan old Windham County 
tamily, dating back to Revolutionary days.

PRIOE TWO OENTS. 


A VICTIM OF HIS FAMILY 


THE BARON SEILLIERE’S SAD 
EXPERIENOE. 
EXCITEMENT OF HIS AMERICAN FRIEND@ 
OVER AN ASSERTED CONSPIRACY AND 

EFFORTS FOR HIS RELIEF. 


About a year ago a tall, distinguished 
looking man of 40, with an aristocratic face and 
sweeping black mustaches, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco on his way to his home in Paris, aftera 
tour around the world. It quickly became 
known in tbe Pacific metropolis that he was 
Baron Seilliere, and at the Palace Hotel, in San 
Francisco and the Hotel Del Monte in Monterey 


he soon became a tamiliar and remarkable 
figure. 


The coquettish young women of the first cir- 
cles there very quickly christened him “ the 
dear Baron,” and being a man of brilliant at- 
tainments, wide experience, and amusing eccen- 
tricities, he became widely known and very pop- 
ular. He also took a great fancy to California, 
often declared his intention of settling there, 
and, though this was regarded as a joke, it was & 
serious matter to him, as he went into the 
United States Court and declared his intention 


of becoming a citizen, Finally he left there and 
came to this city. ‘ 

In asbort time he was as well known at the 
Hottnan House as he had been at the Palace. 
He possessed enormous wealth and spent his 
money lavishly. He made quite a circle of 
friends here, and when he left here for Paria 
was very generally regretted by some of the best 
known men in town. These men are now not & 
little excited over certain occurrences which 
are set forth in a letter from oneof them, which 
appears below. The writer is an ex-city official 
of high reputation and unquestioned veracity. 
In an interview last evening he said: 

‘IT first received news of this matter by cable. 
Letters have since arrived eiving me full par- 
ticulars. Baron Seilliere went home to adjust 
some property disputes with his sister, the 
Princessede Sagan, the wife of the President 
of the Jockey Club, and one of the best known 
ladies in Europe. Seilliere’s aunt, the Duch 
de Bergh, and his brother, Frank, who lives 
his estate at Weildbad, in Germany, were alsé 
concerned. Seilliere had scarcely arrived therq 
before he received intimation that there waa 
some kind of a conspiracy on foot against him, 
and he made his friends promise that if he dix 
appeared they would hunt him up. 

He did disappear and they did hunt him u 
finding that, while at his aunt’s hotel, he 
been seized by three men, bound, and carried t¢ 
the insane asylum at Vannes, of which Dr, 
Falret is Director. They learned further that 
Seilliere had been decoyed intoa state of ex 
treme anger, in which he, being a very nervous 
individual, deubtless reached an abnormal 

itch, aud in preparation for it the Princesse de 

agan, Dr. attet,. and a medical reporter 
named Segnam were concealed behind a screen. 
They took their own notes of what had 
and, according to the letters, their testimony 
sutticed after his seizure to accomplish his con- 
mitment, Since that time Baron Seilltere has 
been a close prisoner in a madhouse. 

‘The letter of his friend is as follows: 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

A Paris dispatch of the 24tn inst. stated tha’ 
the French Minister of the Interior, replying to 
@ question of M. Gaillard in the Chamber of 
Deputies, said that Baron Seilliere had been 
placed in an asylum at the request of his family. 
and the physicians by whom he was examined 
having pronounced him insane, it was impossible 
to release him. M. Gaillard, the dispatch ddded, 
maintained that the Baron is notinsane, but 
that his family had him confined because they 
wanted his fortune. 

This case hasalready assumed an international 
character from the fact that M. de Seilliere has 
declared his intention of becomiug a citizen of 
the United States, and it is attracting more then 
ordinary interest, not only im Paris but in this 
country, and particularly in this city, where he 
was well known in social circles. 

Baron Raymond Seiliiere is a son of Baron 
Seilliere, who was the head of the well known 
banking house in Paris and the ownerof the 
most extensive cloth milis in France. The 
Baron, who is about 40 years of age, enlisted in 
the French Army at the commencement of the 
Franco-Prussian war, aud was noted for his in- 
trepid courage throughout the whole campaign. 

When hostilities ceased be traveled for several 
years, and visited the principal Asiatic 
countries and penetrated far into the interior 
of Africa antong the must savage tribes. Dur 
ing his visits to those countries he studiea the 
habits of the pecple and acquired a thorough 
kuowledge of their language. Over a@ year 
hecame to this country and remained here till 
the 7th of May, when be safied for Havre in com 
pany with his friend and fellow-traveler, Com- 
wander D’Uilmann, an able lawyer and pro- 
found diplomat. While here he gave special at- 
tention to our institutious and became such an 
admirer of aud sv attached to our system of gov- 
ernment thet he resolved to become a citizen of 
the Republic. in accurdance with this resolution 
he made a Geclaration of his intention and took 
out the necessary otticial papers in San Fran- 
cisco, The original is now in the Department of 
State, Washington. 

Less than a fortnight after his return to Paris 
a cablegram was received in New-York an- 
nouncing his arrest and imprisonment in a lu- 
natic asylum on the demand of his family. The 
de Seillieres possess great wealth, variously 
estimated at from $50,000,000 to $100,000, 900, 
of which a large portion, in the natural order 
of things, would revert to the Baron, whois 
liberal and generous to a fault; at times profuse 
in his expenditures, and who has diminished 
his share considerably. To prevent further de- 
crease and to get possession of the balance, 
which amounts to several millio.s, Was unR- 
doubtedly, as M, Gaillard says, the reason 
of his imprisonment. The mystery sur- 
rounding the whole matter, and the im- 
penetrable secrecy preserved as to his 
whereavouts, increased the excitement 
caused by his disappearance. His friends, thor- 
oughly alarmed, engaged experienced detectives 
and he was traced to an insane asylum in 
Vannes. Tnere he remains, and there he is 
likely to remain unless our Government, recog- 
nizing his claim to citizenship, demands his re- 
leuse or until public opinion in France is 
aroused to action and demands theinstant repeal 
of the dangerous and iniquitous law of 1338, 
which gives the family absolute power in the 
management and disposal of an insane member. 
As lopg aS that lawisin existence every man ig 
in danger who is rich enough to tempt the cupid- 
ity of relatives; itis an incitement to erime; & 
threat toevery family; asword of Damocles sus- 
pended over every head. The legisiator who is 
instrumental in sweeping it off the statute book 
will deserve to be honored by his contempora- 
ries ana gratefully remembered by those wha 
come after him, For my partif I were M. Gall- 
lard I would rather have my name coupled with 
such a beneficent reform than inscribed dmong 
the Forty Immortals of the French Academy. 


Peculiarities of manner and originality of 
ideas are to some minds sufficient proofs of in- 
sanity and, fortified by such proofs, avaricious 
relatives could, especially if they possessed 
political or social intluence, with the aid of this 
law succeedjin their desigus. Such a law makes 
us doubt if weare in the ninetéenth centur, 
and if France is under Republican rule. It 
throws one back to the days of poor Solomea da 
Cans, whose inventive genius laid him open te 
the suspicion of insanity, and whose treatment 
made him what they feigned him to be, and 
robbed France of the giory of inventing the 
steam engine. 

And now comes up the important question, 

which has already been presented to the State 
Department by tle friends of the Baron in this 
city and which they claim involves a vital prin- 
ciple of international law. The intervention of 
our Government bas been formally asked in his 
behalf and the State Department requested to 
demand his release on the ground presented by 
his declaration of intention and domicile in the 
United States. The right to interfere, itis con- 
tended, is based on the precedent established in 
the case of Martin Koszta, the Hungarian refu- 
gee and compatriot of Kossuth. Kuszta waa 
seized at Smyrna in 1853 by a band of ruffians 
hired by the Austrian Consul at that port 
and put in ironsjon an Austrian brig-of-war, Lhe 
Lwo cases resemble each other in reapect to the 
questions of citizenship and domicile, for 
Koszta, like Seilliere, had only declared his in- 
tentions and both had established a residence in 
this country. On these two questions the Hon. 
William L. Marey. then Sceretary of State, in 
clear and empiatic terms, set forth the position 
of our Government. “It is_not_satd,” he 
wrote to the Austrian Minister, Mr. Halsemann, 
“that this jnitiatory step [declaration of inten- 
tion] in the process of naturalization invested 
him with ali the civil rights of an American citi- 
zeu; but it is sufficient for all the purposes of 
this case to show that he was clothed with an 
American nationality, andin virtue thereof the 
Government of the United States was author- 
ized to extend to him its protection at home and 
abroad. Mr. Halsemanu, asthe undersigned be- 
lieves, fails into a great error by assuming that 
a nation can extend its protection oniy to native 
or naturalized citizens. This is not the doctrine 
of international law, noris the practice of na- 
tious circumscribed within such narrow limite. 
This law does not, as hus been before remark 
complicate questions of this nature by respect 
fur municipat codes. In relation to this subject 
it has clear and distinct codes of its own. It 
gives the national character of the country not 
only to native-born and naturalized citizens, but 
to all residents in it who are there with or with- 
out intention to become citizens, provided they 
bave a domicile therein.” : 

Clear aud positive as this declaration of princi- 
ples is, Mr, Marcy goes still further, and is yet 
more distinct and emphatic in what follows: 
“Whenever,” he continues, “by the operation 
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of the law of nations, an individual becomes 
clothed with our national character, be he @ 
native-born or naturalized citizen. an exile 
driven from his early home by political oppres- 
sion, or an emigrant enticed from it by hopes of 
a better fortune for himself and his posterity, he 
can claim the protection of this Government, 
and it may respond to that claim without being 
obliged to explain its conduct to any foreign 
power, for it isits duty to make its nationality 
respected by other nations and respectable in 
every quarter of the globe.” 

Now that is the position taken by Mr. Marcy 
inthe case of Martin Koszta, but the case of 
Baron 8Seilliere is stronger, for, according to 
article 17 of the French Civil Code, he ceased to 
be a French citizen when he acquired a domicile 
in the United States. If, therefore, he is no 
longer a citizen of, France, can he be legally in- 
carcerated as an insane person in a French asy- 
lum, and held there in spite of the protests and 
demands of his American friends, who are ready 
‘to protect and care for him if he be insane? M. 
Gaillard re-echoed the belief of his friends when 
he maintained in the French Chamber of Depu- 
‘ties that he was “ not insane, but that his famiiy 
had him confined because they wanted his fort- 
une.” And this is, I believe, the whole casé in a 
nutshell. The abuses that have been committed 
unier the law of insanity are of too frequent 
occurrence, even in this country, as well as in 
France and England. There is now, however, 
a fair prospect that the case of Baron Seilliere 
will so rouse up the Legislative Assembly of 
‘France that they will sweep the disgraceful and 
‘iniquitous law of 1838 from the Frencb statutes. 
The press of Paris demands it with an almost 
unanimous voice, and in all probability steps 
will be taken during the present session of that 
body to effect its repeal. 

In the meantime the matter, so far as our 
Government is concerned, is now purely a ques- 
tion of international law, for, as Mr. Marcy has 
declared, * this law does not complicate ques- 
tions of this nature by respect for municipal 
codes ;” and he adds that “it has clear and distinct 
codes of its own.” As Baron Seilliere, however, 
has heen guilty of no offense against the French 
Government and committed no crime against 
the municipal taws or ordinances, but is, as I am 
onvineed, the victim of a conspiracy, his claim 
to protection should be recognized by our Gov- 
ernment with as little delay as an official exam- 
ination of the case will permit. 

As to the Baron himself, noone who knew him 
in*this country ever doubted his sanity. On the 
contrary, he was regarded by those who were 
in most intimate relations with him and en- 
joyed his friendship as a mon of bigh iutellect- 
ual abilities, clearand acute reasoning powers, 
comprehensive views on public affairs, and keen 

reception of business matters. He possessed 
Posides these qualities a large store of valuable 
and practical information acquired ‘by travel 
and observation, and at the time of his visit to 
Paris was engaged in the promotion of impor- 
tant business enterprises. His distinguished 
countryman, Aurelien Scholl, says that he is 
“eccentric,” and as that generally means pecul- 
iar, the term is correctly applied, for Baron 
Seilliere is no ordinary man. Scholl also 
says that he _ is‘“possessed of exalted 
money-making ideas,” but that “his money 
schemes and inventions have nevertheless been 
profitable to many—for instance, roburite, the 
explosive now used by the Germans; celluloid, 
employed to repair holes in sea-going vessels, 
which the French Government is now using ex- 
elusively, and many other inventions. He was 
also the organizer of the Jablochkoff system of 
electric lighting.” This is certainly high testi- 
mony to the man’s genius. As the head of a 
great manufacturing establishment in which 
over 3,000 persons are employed and which has 
been more than a century in existence, he dis- 
played great executive capacity,and his generous 
and democratic treatment of the large yieg ! of 
toilers subject to his direction had gained for him 
the deep affection and gratitude ofall. When he 
left this city on the 7th of May he purchased at 
the same time a return ticket forthe steamer 
which leaves Havre on the 16th of next month. 
He was, as I said, well known here in social cir- 
cles, and while in Washington was introduced to 
the President and received the hospitalities of 
many prominent citizens in the national capital. 

Thus far our Government has, as Mr. McLane, 
the United States Minister in Paris, stated a 
few days ago, used only its “good offices,” but 
as the matter has since then been presented in 
a different aspect, and. as evidence exists that 
Baron Seilliere has been deprived of his liberty 
by a conspiracy, the next move may be a de- 
mand for his release. Precedents are not want- 
ing to justify this action, for it appears that 
when similar demands were made by Ministers 
Washburne and Morton they were complied 
with by the French Government.

d As to the day’s racing, which was only second 
in interest to the personal matters referred to, it 
was exceptionally good. ‘fhe feature was Exile’s 
winning of the Bay Ridge Handicap renewal 
after running in the Suburban renewal at the 
Brighton track. It was a great feat, and he won 
in 142 seconds better time than the evént was 
originally won by him, though this time he car- 
ried seven pounds more weight. The hurdle 
race brought three accidents. If jockeys are not 
more careful in making their jumps one of these 
races will bring a funeral before the meeting 
closes. Perhaps that isn’t the iene club’s 
look out, but a fatal accident would make peo- 

le ery out with vigor against this peculiarly 

angerous form of racing—more dangerous 
seemingly than steeplechasing. These sketches 
of the interesting races which were run will tell 
how they were won and lost. 

After two or three bad breakaways, Starter 
Caldwell sent the 11 horses which were starters 
inthe first race,a six-furlong scramble, to a 
straggling sort of start, with Patrocles, Saluda, 
and Ichi Ban in front, and Pericles and Repetta in 
the rear. There wasa general scrambling and 
mixing up in going around the bend, but in the 
home stretch Patrocles led the way, closely 
pressed by Ichi Ban, who seemed to run very 
kindly and weil under McLanghlin’s guidance. 
J. W. White, Pocomoke, and Pericles were close 
to Ichi Ban, and just behind were the two wear- 
ers of the white, Ovid and Broughton. Ovid got 
out of the ruck when the eighth-mile pole was 
reached, and, making a splendid rush, came 
to the front .just as the lot reached 
the grand stand, and, going on steadily and 
true, won by alength anda half, with Mr. Hag- 
gin’s sprinter, Ichi Ban, who was a hot favorite 
in the betting, in second place, beating Patrocles 
and J. W. White—who were separated by only 
anoseat the tinish—by a good open length. 
Ovid landed his backers a snug sum, for 15 to 1 
was readily laid against bim in the books to win 
and 6 to 1 against his gettinga place. But these 
odds and a quiettip as to Ovid's ability would not 
induce plunging o1 him to any extent, because 
the horse had figured so much in the courts 
owing to the trouble between his owners that 
eople geverally feared he might have been neg- 
ti in the sinbles and su was vot up to run- 
ningwrave. Butin spite of legal troubles Ovid 
had heen well cared for and showed himeelf a 
cracking good racehorse. 

Mr. Caldwell was roundly, deservedly, and 
loudly hissed for the way in which he sent the 
quintet off in the race for the Merinaid Stukes, 
which he presented to Mr. Hageiu by giving his 
filly Firenzi two lengths the start. Firenzi was 
in motion at a good rate of speed and the jock- 
eys of all the others had pulled up becduse they 
had passed the sturter’s box without seeing the 
tlag fall. The result of the straggling start was 
that Lady Primrose was badly left in the rear, 
and she was the only one in the batch who could 
have given Firenziarace. McLaughlin hauled 
Firenzi back in cdémpany with the rest of the 
fillies before the upper turn was rounded and 
fora few seconds Fiageoletta led the batch. 
But when the back stretch was reached 
Firenzi resumed the lead and Flageoletta 
fell pack to second place, with Almy 
and Hypasia running close together. This 
was the order around the lower turn. When the 
stretch was reached, however, Luke sent Lady 
Primrose up to join Firenzi. Then he made a 
mistake in riding, for he tried to squeeze through 
between Firenzi and the rail. McLaughlin 
would not allow this, of course, and so Luke. 
not having a chance then to retrieve his error 
by going around on the outside, was forced to 
let Firenzi win by alength. He could not pre- 
vent it, because he was pocketed. Appleby & 
Johnson’s Almy won third money bv a half 
length from Congressman Scott’s Flageoletta. 
After the race Mr. Caldwell insisted that the 
start was an excellent one,and that the jockeys 
were alone at fault and had noright to pull up. 
Theoretically, of course, he was right, but prac- 
tically the start was a very bad one; so bad a 
one that Mr. Belmont said his jockey should be 
called “Fluke” instead of Luke, beeavse he 
pulied up his filly instead of sending her off with 
the rest. 

The June Stakes for 2-year-olds furnished a 
surprise in the ease with which Torchlight won 
the six-furlong scramble from Mercury and 
Fordham, who were thought to be certainties to 
win and take second place between them. Pyra- 
mid, who wus announced asa starter from the 
Melbourne Stable at the last moment, started in 
the lead when the race was begun. That was all 
he did do except to fall behind. Then Mercury 
went to the front, but the lead he got was so 
slight that Fordbam, Belinds, and Torchlizht 
were at his flank going around the bend. Torch- 
light had managed to work up to the front by 
the time the lot were straightened outin the 
stretch,and he won by two lengths with the 
greatest of ease, beating Mercury in the moder- 
ate time of 1:164. Fordham wasahalf length 
behind Mercury, beating Satan by a head for 
third place. 

Grimaldi, Stonebuek, and Pegasus turned up 
as unexpected starters in the run for the 
Sheepshead Bay Handicap, but as Ben Ali, Cli- 
max, and Prodigal were scratched there was the 
original number of starters as announced—nine, 
And one of the new-comers entirely changed the 
character of the race, for Chicago’s representa- 
tive, Grimaldi, wonit. Before the start he was 
made second choice, both in the books and in 
the auction pools, and Mr. Pulsifer’s friends 
pulled off a snug sum over the colt, who made 
his first appearance jin the Eust this year 
in the Suburban. After the horses had 
jumped about for half an hour at the starting 
post, and failed to get off because Stonebuck 
would not behave himself. Mr. Caldwell got 
down from his perch and went among the 
horses to straighten out things. His advent on 
the track made Telie Doe nervous, perhapa, for 
when she saw his big gray hat she bobbed up 
her head’! so suddenly as to hit McLaughlin 
squarely on the nose and start the blood to run- 
ning. McLaughlin used the biue satin sleeves 
of his jacket for a handkerchief for atime, but 
was ready when Caldwell gave the word to 
jump out into the race and ride with the blood 
flowing from his nose. 

Nearly one hour at the post had wearied the 
horses so badly that several of them were really 
worried out of a chance of winning. Boaz and 
Grimaldi took matters most easily, and the quiet 
way in which they were held at the post told 
when the final struggle came. Amalgam and 
Ten Booker, both of whom had worried hadly, 
started off in front when Caldwell finally started 
the lot and Mr. Cassatt’s colors went to the front 
at once. Pegasus was a good second as they 
went around the turn, Phil Lee running 
third, Jennie B. and Telie Doe just behind 
him, and Boaz bringing up the rear. In about 
this order they ran down the back stretch, clos- 
ing up into a more compact mass constantly, 
and Boaz improving his condition by going up 
on the outside and Ieaving Grimaldi to bring up 
the rear. Jennie B., in the meantime, had 
worked up to the front of the party and showed 
the way around the upper turn. Amalgam was 
lapping her, however, and the entire bunch 
was well together when they swept into the 
home stretch, There both Amalgam and Jennie 
B. had fallen back, thus giving Stonebuck the 
lead. He did not hold it two seconds, how- 
ever, for Boaz, Telie Doe, and Grimaldi 
all suceessively passed him, and then came a 
very hot fight for the honors. Grimaldi had 

been in good position near the inside, and so 
had that advantage when he snatched the lead 
from Stonebuck. He seemed to have the race 
his own way then, but Boaz came up on the out- 
side with a tremendous rush, and, from the 
grand stand, seemed to haverun adead heat with 
Grimaldi. But from the judges’ stand it was 
very plain that Grimaldi had won by ahead. 
Boaz was a length in front of the favorite, Telie 
Doe, who was two lengths ahead of Amalgam. 
The rest were well strung out, Tarbouche bring- 
ing up the rear. 

That the best horse in it won the original Bay 
Ridge Handicap was conclttsively proved when 
Exile won the renewal of that event yesterday, 
though carrying 7 pounds more than he didin 
the original race, and giving big lumps of weight 
to all his competitors. Notwithstanding the 
fact of the heavy weight carried, the additional 


fact that be had run a race at a mile and a quar- | 


ter at the Brighton Beach track—and had been 


beaten—but an hour previously, Exile won the 


Renewal with ease, and in what was reatly the 
best performance ever shown at the distance. 
The time was 2:34%, which is a half second 
slower than Luke Blackburn’s record, made 
at Monmouth Park in August, 1880. True, 
Luke Blackburn was but a 3-year-old, while 
Exileis 5, but Luke carried only 102 pounde

nto consideration, therefore, Exile’s perform- 
ance was the more creditable of the two. It was 
a big surprise to the talent, too, for they 
thought they had a sure “line” on him because 
he had just run fifth to Richmond at Brigi..vn. 
So he was not sought after, even at the good 
odds of 4 to 1 offered against him to win. Those 
odds, too, gave the publie the notion that the 
‘‘pookies” thought he could not win. So they 
kept off—and got left. Ten Booker and Bonanza 
were liked much better than he, until after the 
race was run. 

When the horses got the word Ten Booker was 
made a present by Mr. Caldwell of three or four 
lengths’ lead. But the journey was to be a long 
one, a mile and a half; so the immediate advan- 
tage at the start did not make so much difference 
as it would inasprinting race. When the horses 
came by the grand stand, the first time around, 
Ten Booker wasalength in front of Adonis, 

. with Bonauza third by a length. Eole and 
Greenfield ran together just behind, and Exile 
brought up the rear. In going around the lower 
turn Adonis got up on even terms with Ten 
Booker, but no other change occurred until the 
borses were half way down the back stretch. 
Then Bonanza went to the front, and Exile 
had moved up so as to be close to the heels 
of the flying Senate: Bonanza then increased 
his speed and showed the way around the turn, 
¢losely pressed by Ten Booker and Exile, the 
three having only their necks apart. “Just be- 
hind were Eole and Greenfield, but Adonis was 
last and falling back rapidly. Except the latter, 
the horses were on very even terms when they 
came into thé home stretch for the final strug- 
gle. Then Greentield shot out and took the lead 
and held it until within a few yards of the finish. 
when he was overtaken and finally beaten by a 
length by Exile, who had come upon the outside 
with a rush and snatched the honors from even 
aranker outsider than he was. Ten Booker, a 
half length behind Greentield, just beat Eole for 
third place, and Bonanza was a poor fifth. 
Adonis camé ina sixteenth of a mile behind the 
leaders, pulled up, and going quite lame. 

It is said that it is impossible to kill a hurdle 
rider, and yesterday’s hurdle race, which was 
the last event on the card for the day, goes far 
to prove the truth of the saying. Five horses 
started inthe run of a mile and a quarter, in 
the course of which six nurdles bad to be leaped. 
At the first of these Brunova, a handsome filly, 
owned by Morris & Harwood. the gentlemen 
riders of Baltimore, went down because she 
tried to clear both the hurdle and the 
rail fence which separates the track from 
the field. The attempt resulted in an ugly 
fall for both horse and rider, and Mr. Harwood 
was picked up in an insensible condition. He 
was moved over under one of the trees and there 
revived, and, in the nonchalant way he has, 
coolly examined all his limbs and ribs and then 
reported to the doctors who had been driven to. 
the spot: “ Patient all right except for a pretty 
lively shaking up. Will be all right in the morn- 
ing after a Turkish bath and a good night’s 
rest.” Then he declined with thanks all offers 
of assistance, and said he’d rest awhile and see 
the finish of the race. 


He could not see the finish, but he could see a 
double accident, which was an exact repetition 
of that which had happened to him. This was 
at the sixth and last hurdle, almost directly op- 
posite the grand stand, and less than eighth of 
a mile from where Harwood was sitting. The 
horses Sam Brown, Littlefellow, and School- 
master were racing at close quarters and well 
together. It was the final struggle and was dif- 
ferent from most hurdle races in that all three 
seemed anxious to win the race. They went 
at the obstacle in what every one knew 
was. a reckless and dangerously fast 
pace. Sam Brown, who had a scant lead, cleared 
it all right, but when Littlefellow tried the leap 
he took it sideways, failed to clear the rail 
fence, and fell with his colored jockey, Dickens, 
under him. It was lucky for Dickens that he 
wentunder the horse, for before he had been 
fairly pounded into the turf a pile-driver in the 
shape of Schoolmaster, who had followed Lit- 
tlefeliow in his diagonal leap, struek bim. 
Scanlon, who rode the latter horse, was thrown 
violently on the ground, and while lying 
stunned ‘Littlefellow rolled over him. 
Dickens was picked up and was able 
to walk off the ground, though badly bruised 
Seanlon had to be taken to the stables in a car-. 
riage, and though no bones appexured to be 
broken he was terribly shaken up, very ‘sore, 
and injured internally, but will probably coine 
outallright. It may be remarked incidentally 
that Sam Brown won the race. Valine, the only 
other horse who finished, had a very narrow es- 
cape from a fall at the fifth hurdle, for he 
swerved 80 badly that had he not been wonder- 
fully sure-footed he would have fallen against 
the outside rail and added another to the list of 
accideuts.

WHY MR. LAMAR STRUCK A MAN IN 
1871—NAVAL ACADEMY VACANCIES. 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—Secretary Lamar 
does not deny the story told to-day about his 
striking a man in court in Mississippi in 1871, 
but he says the narrative is not altogether ac- 
curate as published. He was not at the time 


a Professor in college. Oxford, his town, 
was in possession of strange officers and 
soldiers. One day as he was walking along the 
street hesaw a man beating another and older 
man, an Irish resident of the place, 
The punishment was administered as the 
old man lay over a box, and the as- 
sailant was apparently striking him with a 
pistol and had brought blood. Mr. Lamar went 
to court to make a motion to have the assailant, 
Wissler, whose name he did not know, put under 
bonis to keep the peace, for the Mayor would 
not consider the case, Knowing he could not con- 
trolit. The times were times of excitement. 
Mr. Lamar and others of his fellow citizens who 
were not thoroughly reconstructed felt that 
there was a determination to disgrace ev- 
ery white man in the eyes of the ne 
groes by putting the white men in jail, 
and that conviction did not make the 
unreconstructed amiable, Wissier, for some 
reason, moved toward Mr. Lamarin the court 
room, and Mr. Lamar grasped a chair asif to 
repel the approach of a man not an officer of the 
court. The motion caused the Judge to call out 
to Mr. Lamar, who put the chairdown. Then 
the Marshal stepped toward Mr. Lamar, who, 
supposing he intended to arrest him, declared 
that as an attorney he had a right to make 
@ motion in court and could not be ar- 
rested. As the Marshal approached him and 
appeared about to lay his hands on him, Mr. 
Lamar struck him, not lightly, as he supposed, 
but severely. Then he went on with his mo- 
tion and argument. He made a speech, but 
not the speech which Mr. Wells attempted aft- 
erware to repeat. Among the things he said, 
feeling as he did that he could afford to be 
bullied a little, but could not stand oppression, 
was that things had so changed in Mississippi 
that the jails were places of honorand the courts 
were places of oppression and dishonor. When 
a file of soldiers was called in the subaltern in 
charge was ordered to arrest Mr. Lamar, but 
declined to obey the court order, declaring that 
he could only take such orders from his superior 
officer. Juage Hill and Mj. Wells, the Judge 
and District Attorney who had Mr. Lamar dis- 
barred and restored after two weeks, are living 
in Mississippi and are among Mr. Lamiar’s warin- 
est friends. is 

There are now only five vacancies at the Naval

A RAZOR IN DESPERATE HANDS. | 


A MAN AND WOMAN BOTH INJURED AND 
ACCUSING EACH OTHER. 

A mysterious attempt at murder and sui- 
cide occurred early yesterday morning in the 
apartments of John Esmond, on the third floor 
of 669 Third-avenue. The victims are Adelbert 
Brunick and Maggie McGovern, and both are 
now in Bellevue Hospital suffering from severe, 


if not dangerous, cuts in their throats inflicted 
with a razor. 


Brunick boarded with Esmond, who is married 
to a stepsister of Miss McGovern. He met the 
girl and after a short courtship was formally be- 


Brunick is a Protestant and 
Maggie a Catholic. Maggie wanted her lover to 
adopt her religion, and he promised to do so 
after their marriage, which was set for Jan- 
uary last. When the time came Brunick put the 
marriage off until August, on the ground. that 
he was not earning enough money. Maggie was 
anxious for the marriage, but Brunick appeared 
indifferent and this angered the girl. Bhe lett 
the city and took service with a family in Fish- 
kill, N.Y. Meanwhile Brunick had found em- 
ployment as a conductor on the Fourth-Avenue 
Surface Railroad, where he has been earning 
about $14 a week. He rana night ear, going on 
duty at 6 o’clock in the evening and getting 
through about 1 o’clock in the morning. 

Maggie came to the city Saturday on a visit to 
Mrs. Esmond, and was to have returned to Fish- 
kill to-day. She saw Brunick Saturday and 
urged him to marry her. He protested that he 
was still t00 poor to marry, and, as she stil} in- 
sisted, he became angry and declared tne en- 
gagement broken off. Maggie appeared to feel 
keenly that she had been cast off. Sunday she 
was tearful and in bad spirits. She scarcely 
Pi yg to Brunick, but made no threats against 

™m. 

Between 3 and 4 o'clock Sunday morning 
Esmond and his wife were awakened by a loud 
knocking at their door, They found Brunick 
standing there in his night clothes, with blood 
streaming from a gash in his throat. His hands 
and clothes were covered with blood. ‘ Maggie 
has cut me with a razor,” he cried. Esmond 
and his wife followed him into his room and 
then went into Maggie’s room. The girl was 
found on the bed, with her throat cut. Her 
night dress and the bedclothes were all 
bloody. She told Esmond that Brunick 
had attempted to murder her by cutting her 
throat. Esmond ran out for assistance and soon 
returned with two policemen of the Twenty- 
third Precinct. An ambulance was telegraphed 
and the man and girl, who were becoming weak 
from loss of blood, were taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. In the ambulance they accused each 
other of attempted murder. At the hospital it 
was found that Maggie had a severe gash on her 
throat. No important blood vessel is severed. 
Besides a deep wound in his throat, Brunick has 
alsoacut on his right hand and two slighter 
cuts across the back of the left hand, which, he 
says, he received in struggling to save bis life. 

Brunick says that when he passed through 
Maggie’s room, as he was obliged to do, on his 
way tohis own bedroom Maggie was awake, 
but she did not speak to him. While he was 
preparing to retire the girl came to the door of 
his room and asked bim when her brother had 
come home on the previous evening. He an- 
swered her and she said that she had not seen 
him, but would “see him to-day.” Then she 
went back to her own room. He retired and was 
soon asleep, He was awakened by a feeling of 
oppression at his throat, and looking up inthe 
dim light he saw Maggie standing at his bedside 
with a razor in her hand. His throat was cut 
and the blood was streaming down his neck. 
He jumped out of bed and endeavored to disarnt 
the girl, and in the struggle his hands were cut. 
He put the girl outof the room and then aroused 
Esmond and his wife. 

The police found the bloody razorin the hall- 
way between the two rooms. It belongs to 
Brunick, and was kept by him in a closet in bis 
room. That Brunick’s story is the true one is 
evidenced by the fact that blood is spattered all 
oyer the bed and furniture in his room, which 
shuws that a strnggle took place there, while in 
the girl’s room there was no blood except on the 
bed and bedclothes. Both are held as prisoners 
at Bellevue Hospital. It is believed that the 
girl will be able to leave the hospital in a few 
days. Brunick 1s also expected to recover. 


A HAND THAT HELPED ITSELF. 


VICTIMS OF A SWINDLING EMPLOYMENT 
AGENCY SEEKING REDRESS. 

A score of swindled employment seekers 
of both sexes, white and colored, and of every 
degree from a colored stableman to an aristo- 
cratic lady’s cumpanion, came near making a 
riot at the Helping Hand Agency, 272 Sixth- 
avenue, yesterday afternoon. ‘“ Tim” Shea and 
Counselor Alphabet Goldey espoused their cause 
and went with them before Justice Murray. In 
the vestibule of thé court were William S. King, 
a carpenter, of 1,961 Third-avenue, and his 


wife, who were denounced by the persons who 
had been cheated as associated with the rascal- 
ity of L. HH. Moray. of 28 University- 
place, the principal in +the swindle. The 
victims filed into court and began to state 
their grievances to the magistrate, who sent for 
the Kings, and then listened to tne stories of 
valets, servants, lady companions, housekeepers, 
typewriters, and others, who told how they had 
paid Murray sums ranging from $1 to $5 to pro- 
cure employment, which they had failed to se- 
cure. In no instance wasit proved that either 
of the Kings, who appeared to be respectabley 
took any money or offered any inducements or 
made any excuses to those seeking employment 
or protesting at not securing it, but Justice 
Murray took a harsh view of their position and 
heid the man in $000 for trial on one complaint 
and remanded bis wife for examination to day. 
He said that he was satisfied that there was an 
understanding amounting to acriminal league 
between the defendants and Murray, who has 
absconded. 

The Kings claimed that they were entirely in- 
nocent. The husband said that his wife last 
May answered an advertisement and met Mur- 
ray, who wanted to open an employmentagency. 
He borrowed $200 of her husband and furnished 
the oftice of the Heiping Hand Agency, paid the 
rent, and had the license procured in his own 
name. Hardly had the concern been started 
than she suspected that Murray was a cheat. 
He was engaged as her clerk or man of business 
and she tried to oust him, but his lawyer told her 
it would be difficult to eject him, so she per- 
mitted him to use an inner room, and 
in the outer room she did a legitimate 
business in hiring servants. Murray's business 
methods became daily more suspicious, and yes- 
terday, in comnljance with a request from the 
Mayor's Marshal, she went with her husband to 
the City Hall, and found some 50 complaints 
lodged against the agency by persons who had

SUBDUED BY BULLETS. 

ROcHESTER, June 27.—At 7 o’clock this 
morning nearly every laborer in the city left 
his work at the command of several union 
laborers, and a general strike was in- 


augurated for nine hours’ work at $1 75 
per day. The strikers number about 400 
and are principally * Mecklenburgers,” as they 
are termed. As soon as the men lett 
Work the contractors succeeded in induc- 
ing a few non-union men to go on 
with the work. Later in the forenoon 
squads of strikers appeared im various 
parts of the city where the non-union men were 
at work, and in many cases forced them to leave 
their work. Ata sewer on Goodman:street the 
srikers tried to stop an engineer, when a cloud of 
steam was thrown on them from a pipe and 
atter a sharp fight they were driven off. This 
atternoon serious trouble occurred on Gorham- 
street, which is being!mproved. A mob of over 
200 strikers assembled and began to intimidate 
the menatworkthere. Three policemen endeav- 
ored to disperse the mob, but failed, and an addi- 
tional squad of officers, with two Lieutenants, was 
sent to the place. The mob began stoning the 
officers, who, finding their clubs useless, opened 
tire with their revolvers, finally clearing the 
street. The fight lasted only 10 minutes, 
but during that time Policemen Moran, Burns, 
and Farmer were severely injured by stunes. 
Three of the strikers were badly clubbed and 
were arrested, One man was shot through the 
upper partof the head. This evening it was 
learned that two others had heen shot, but 
bad been carried away by their friends. One of 
these is reported to have died. The names of 
the wounded striker8, so far as known, are 
Charles Barker and John Batten. To-night the 
city is quiet, but more trouble is feared to-mor- 
row, as the rioters are all more or less intoxi- 
cated. ;

THE LOSS ESTIMATED AT ONE MILLION 
DOLLARS, 

MILWAUKED, Wis., June 27.—Fire almost 
Swept the town of Marshfield out of existence 
this afternoon and 2,000 people are homeless. 

The toss ia not less than $1,000,000, All com-

munication by wire is cut off, andit is almost 
impossible to learn particulars. A locomotive 
spark started 3 blaze at noon in the lumber 
yard of the Upham Furniture Factory, and it 
rapidly developed into a rearing fire that spread 
toward the town. Insufficient protection facili- 
ties prevented any resistance to the flames, and 


soon several flonrishing factories, the business 
blocks along the maim street, and adjoining resi- 
dences were wrapped in flames. he people 
gathered such household effects as, they 
could and fied to the woods. The heat was 
so intense that 2,500 feet of the Wisconsin 
Central track, which runs through one end of 
the town, was bent and twisted inte the most 
grotesque shapes. Travel cannot be resumed 
on this account until to-morrow. Specials trom 
Stevens Point and Chippewa Fails conveyed 
fire engines to the place‘ but the tire 
was beyond all control. But one etere 
and a few half burned houses remain 
of the flourishing town. Many people were 
transferred by specials to the neighboring towna, 
and others camped on the outskirts of the town. 
Among the buildings destroyed were a wooden- 
ware factory. the grist mill, saw mill, and facto- 
ry ofthe Upham Manufacturing Company, the 
‘Tremont and severai minor hotels, warehouses 
along the Wisconsin Central, its statioh, four 
churches, and the entire business centre. The 
insurance is less than one-fifth of the loss.

HARD ON THE NEW COMPANY. 
Des Moines, Iowa, June 27.—About 15 years 
ago a street car charter was granted by the City 
Council, the company being empowered to enter 
upon such streets as it chose; in short, having 
an exclusive right to all the streets. The 


company failed to keep pace with the city’s 
[tea and two years ago another company was al- 
owed a charter, its lines to proceed on streets unec- 
cupied by the old company. When constraction be- 
gan the new company was confronted by an in- 
junction, which was afterward dissolved by the court 
issning it, holding that the old company had forfeited 
its right to the streets it had not entered. The new 
company thereupon expenderl some $60,000 in lines, 
and to-day the Superior Court decid-d that the en- 
tire right to all the streets is still intact in the 
old company for the remaining 1d years 
of its charter, which in effect puis the new company 
at the merey of the old. The court discusses similar 
cases arising in Iowa, claiming they do not apply, 
and asserts that the precise questions raised have 
never been before the court till now.

GOV. AILL’S FINAL ACTION 
ON LEGISLATIVE BILLS. 
fHE CENTRAL PARK ZOOLOGICAL MEAS- 

URE AND THE TEACHERS’ STATE 
LICENSE BILL DISAPPROVED. 
Aunany, N. Y., June 27.—With his ap- 
proval of Assembly bill No, 1,209, in relation to 
electrical conductors in New-York, Gov. Hill 
filed the following memorandum: 


+} “itis of the utmost importance that the electric 
wires of the city of New-York should be placed 

nider ground as soon as possible. Every good cit- 

zen having the best interests of the city at heart is 
desirous of seeing this done, but if this bill is not 
approved the methods and machinery partially pro- 
vided by the existing statutes for the aconee ish- 
ment of this work will prove of noavail and the re- 
moval of such Wires is indefinitely postponed. There 
is ouly one objection to the bill of anv consequence, 
aud that relates to the failure to add two additional 
city officials as Commissioners. The Mayor is added, 
ani it would have been preferable if the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Controller had aiso 
been included. 

“Upon the bill coming into my hands I respectful- 
ly requested that it be recalled for the purpose of 
making snch amendinents, but the Legislature, by a 
devisive vote, refused to do so. This was a mistake 
which I very greatly regret. The ang weg is pre- 
sented, however, should this objection be permitted 
to destroy the rest of the bill. Public sentiment 
seems to favor the measure, notwithstanding this 
objection. All the leading newspapers of the city 
gre urging that it should become a law. The 

ple want the wires placed under ground 
and care but little who does it, provided it 
well and promptly and satisfactorily done. They 
ave no interest in the squabbles or com- 
plaints of disappointed contractors or patentees, 
who want to do the work or to have their own par- 
ticular patents usei by whoever does it. The inter- 
ests of private individuala should not stand in the 
way of a great public improvement desired by every 
one. Itis time that the local afthorities have ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the measure, but solely 
op account of the single objection aforesaid. Two 
political organizations have announced their oppo- 
sition to it for divers reason. The measure, how- 
ever, isin no sense a political one. While I have 
much respect for the local authorities and for those 
political organization, and greatly regret to differ 
with their judgment upon this or any other matter, 
Ioannot resist the conclusion that the best inter- 
ests of New-York will be subserved by the approval 
of this bill. Being so convinced I believe that it is 
my duty to approve the measure.” 


The bill for the removal of the zoological col- 
lection in Central Park and the erection of a 
new building is vetoed for the following reason: 


“ By this bill itis proposed to change the cite of 
the Central Park zoological coliection now in the 
custody of the Park Department. If this bill were 
approved the collection would still remain in the 
Park, and I believe that in a very short time 
still another removal would have to be made 
‘at a large expense to the city. After a most 
yareful consideration of the questions involved 
{ivhave concluded to withhold my _ approval 

f this measure. In doing so I fuily realize 
the annoyance which the present situation of the 
‘collection causes those who reside in that vicinity 
‘of the Park, and I am aware that much ampler ac- 
‘commodations should be given the animals that 
jcompose the collection. his should be done not 
lonly for the comfort of the animals themselves, but 
also in order that the thousands of children and citi- 
zens who yearly visit the collection may be enabled 
to enjoy the educational benefits t) a much greater 
degree than is possible in its present con- 
tracted condition. But I also realize that a 
decided public sentiment exists that Central 
Park is not’ the proper place for a 
zoological garden of such size as befits the dignity 
and wealth of New-York City. The present advarse 
action is therefore taken largely in the hope that the 
disapproval of this bill will materially aid in secur- 
ing in the near future some suitable location where 
ample room will encourage the organization and al- 
iow the exhibition of a zoological collection and 
gach. which will rivai, as they should, those 
amous aud interesting ones of London, Paris, 
Antwerp, and Philadelphia. 


The Governor gives the following reagons for 
not approving Gen. Husted’s bill in relation to 
Se » sea of persons to teach in public 
schools: 


“This bill provides for the Fogg teachers by 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction in- 
stead of by the local school authorities as now pro- 
vided by law. The present system has existed for 
many years, and if so radical a change is to be made, 
the measure should be most carefully framed. One 
serious objection to this bil! is that while it pur- 
ports to be a State measure. applicable to all schools 
of the State, it substantially exempts the cities of 
New-York and Brooklyn from its provisions. No 
ood reason exists why, if those cities aré to 
® exempted, other cities of the State should 
not also have alike exemption. There are some ar- 
uments why cities should not be included in 
he bill at all, and why its provisions should only ap- 
ply to the schoois of the rest of the State, which are 
more intimately and directly under the jurisdiction 
and control of the State Superintendent, but it is 
difficult to discover why 2 portion should be included 
and others excluded. The bill shonid be consist- 
ent in its discriminations. Having already 
during the past Winter disapproved  sev- 
tral bills upon the express ground that 
their rovisious discriminated against the 
cities of New-York and Brooklyn, I cannot now 
tonsistently approve one which aiscriminatés in 
favor of these two cities. Let all the cities of the 
Btate be included or let them all be exempted would 
seem to be the proper course. In justice to the de- 
partment which recommended the bill it should be 
stated that, as originally proposed, the bill made no 
exemptions, but the object onable changes were 
made during its progress in the Legislature It be- 
comes unnecessary to consider any of the other 
questions involved.”

Ihe Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, slight 
changes in temperature, westerly winds. 


There were 338 bills left in the hands of 
the Governor for his consideration when 
the Legislature adjourned. This gave him 
an average of about a dozen a day to dis- 
pose of in the time allowed by the Consti- 
tution. He sends outa final list of 97 of 
those which he was unable to approve, and 
- for nearly half of them he gives as a reason 
that in the limited time at his command he 
‘was unable to give them the consideration 
necessary to decide upon them. In the case 
of several with which memoranda of disap- 
proval have been filed the reasons given are 
that they were defectively drafted. Some 
make a wrong use of words, some misquote 
Jaws to be modified, and others amend the 
wrong part of existing laws. Others ignore 
changes already made in the laws, or pro- 
vide for purposes sufficiently covered by 
general acts. Evidence is furnished of two 
serious evils in our legislation, that of care- 
lessness and slovenliness in the drafting of 
bills, and that of hurrying through a great 
mass of ill considered measures, mostly of a 
Jocal or special character, at the end of the 
session. 


Two of the bills finally disapproved by 
the Governor are that proposing to let the 
National Guard parade in Central Park and 
that providing for the removal of the 
zoological collection toa new site within 
the Park. He had no occasion to give rea- 
sons for dropping the former and gives none 
except that it was opposed by the local au- 
thorities and ‘‘owing to the limited time” 
at his disposal he had “concluded to defer 
to their judgment.” He gives as his reasons 
for, not approving of the removalof the 
menagerie those which are quite familiar to 
our readers, and he hopes that his action 
will aid in securing in the near future some 
suitable location where ample room will 
encourage the establishment of a zoological 
collection worthy of the city. It is unnec- 
essary to add that such location must be 
sutside of Central Park. 

It is not astrong reason which the Gov- 
ernor gives for vetoing the bill requiring 
mniform examinations for teachers in the 
public schools. Itis simply thatthe bill is 
not mandatory as to New-York and Brook- 
lyn. Itis not so because the examinations 
now required in these two cities are the full 
equivalent of those provided for the rest of 
the State in this bill. There is a flavor of 

politics in the Governor’s veto that is ex- 
tremely discreditable to him. He has con- 
ceded to the prejudices of a lot of rnral 
School Trustees the defeat of a most useful 
and necessary measure. 

The question of the reduction of the sur- 
plus by the purchase of bonds does not ap- 
pear as clear to the Evening Post as it might 
be. There is no doubt that the Treasury is 
authorized to make the purchase under the 
Jaw as it stands, or that that would be a 
good use to make of the surplus actually 
in hand if the bonds could be had in suf- 
ficient amount at present prices. But if 
this latter condition were sure to be satis- 
fied the purchase would only be a make- 
shift. ‘The useto be made of the surplus 
that must continue to accrucif the taxes 
be not reduced would open up the much 
wider question of the right and expe- 
flieucy of taking money from the taxpayers 
for any such purpose. We do not believe 
that that can be justified in equity, and we 
are clear that the money thus taken could 
be used by the taxpayers, if it were left to 

them, in a way much more profitable to 

each of them. But the bonds, whether ths 
amount required to absorb the surplus for, 
say, 8ix months, or for an indefinite period, 
cannot be expected to remain at present 

‘prices. The Post admits this, but seems to 

think that when Congress meets the diffi- 

‘eulty can be removed. We should say that, 

mot only is this impossible, but that Con- 

peressional action in the direction of pur- 


chases of bonds would aggravate the diffi- 
culty. 


It will be remembered that when a con- 
test between, Purtip D. Armour, the Chi- 
cago manufacturer of hog products, and the 
Cottonseed Oil Trust seemed imminent a 
few months ago, he admitted that he used 
enormous quantities of cottonseed oil in 
the mannfacture of lard. It afterward be- 
come known that other manufacturers of 
lard used this oil as an adulterant. 
One result of a dissemination of these 
facts is the enactment by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature of a law forbidding the 
manufacture or sale of adulterated lard in 
that State. But the bill was no& passed 
without opposition. The House amended it 
so that while the sale in the State would be 
prohibited, the manufacture of the adul- 
terated goods for sale elsewhere would be 
allowed. The Senate insisted upon the 
original bill, and by the arguments of cer- 
tain local dealers in pure lard the influence 
of the adulterators was overcome in the 
House. The State of Dlinois has several 
laws by which the adulteration of lard is 
clearly forbidden, and the penalties pro- 
vided are heavy. But no 6ne seems to have 
sthonght that these laws should be enforced 
in Chicago. 

The people of the Arizona frontier are to 
be congratulated on the news sent by Gen. 
Mites that the Apaches who lately went 
upon the warpath have returned to the 
reservation and surrendered. While the 
hostile party was not large experience 
shows that it was numerous enough to do 
much damage to life and property unless 
promptly hunted down. The vigor and 
celerity with which the operations of the 
troops have been pushed to success will add 
to the laurels of Gen. Mines, while the im- 
mediate credit of driving the hostiles 
back to the reservation seems to be- 
long to Lieut. C. P. Jounson, of the 
Tenth Cavalry, a colored regiment. This 
officer, it may be remembered, surprised the 
Indian camp in the Rincon Mountains about 
a fortnight ago and captured its contents, 
with some horses, the fugitives making their 
escape on foot. This stroke seems to have 
demoralized them, and they have since done 
little except to attempt to get back and sur- 
render. Perhaps some days must elapse be- 
fore it is known whether all the hostiles 
have returned. Meanwhile the trial of the 
leaders by court-martial may throw light on 
the cause of the outbreak... 


England’s consent, on the imploring plea 
of the Porte to postpone from yesterday 
until next Monday the formal act of sign- 
ing the Egyptian agreement, gives Turkey 
a few more daysin which to consider her 
plight. The situation is extraordinary. 
France openly menaces the Sultan with 


breaking off diplomatic relations and reviv- 


ing some troublesome claims in case the 
Anglo-Turkish convention is signed, while 
offering him inducements for refusing to 
sign. Russia adopts the same policy of 
combined threats and persuasion, no daubt 
using as a lever the defaults in the payment 
of the war indemnity, and also, it is. said, 
demanding territory in Asia Minor. Eng- 
land, too, has both coaxing and coercion to 
rely upon, and will make trouble should the 
Porte at this eleventh hour repudiate its 
agreement. What Turkey hopes to accom- 
plish in the very brief interval of delay she 
has obtained is difficult to surmise. Her 
predicament is painful, and she would prob- 
ably be glad if the powers at variance 
would only settle their dispute about Egypt 
to suit themselves before Monday. 


AN IMPORTANT LEAGUE. 

There will meet at Chicago to-morrow a 
convention of one department of “* The 
American Shipping and Industrial League.” 
This department is that of the Mississippi 
Valley and Lake Shore, There are: three 
others—the Pacific coast, the North Atlan- 
tic coast, and the Gulf coast. The purpose 
of the league,as announced in one of its 
circulars, is ‘‘ to make, unitedly and deter- 
minedly, an effort to obtain economic and 
patriotic legislation in behalf of the revival 
of American shipping and the restora- 
tion of our flag upon the seas.” It is 
reported from Chicago that about 300 
delegates will attend the conven- 
tion, including. prominent men in 
public and in business life—Governors, 
Mayors, merchants; and members of boards 
of trade. We shall watch with some inter- 
est the proceedings of the convention, to 
see first, what it is precisely that is meant 
by the purpose they rather rhetorically an- 
nounce, and second, by what means they 
propose to secure it. 

There is no doubt that tho “revival of 
American shipping” would be a good thing 
for the country if it could be done so that 
it would be in and of itself profitable. Any 
trade is a good thing for any country in 
which energy, skill, foresight, and honest 
industry can find a profit. The “restora- 
tion of our flag upon the seas” would 
naturally follow the revival of Amer- 
ican shipping, and would also be a good 
thing provided the other were, though 
we suspect that the ‘“‘ patriotic” element in 
the matter is an adjunct to schemes of 
gain rather than the product of any genu- 
ine sentiment. We should say that most of 
the gentlemen likely to engage in this 
movement would not make any great sacri: 
fices of their individual fortunes for the 
sake of the restoration of our flag. If they 
are inclined to do that, the way is already 
open. They could subscribe an adequate 
fund to repay losses and establish lines 
under the flag to any quarter of the globe 
they might prefer. As they have restrained 
any impulse they may have felt in this 
direction, we infer that what they are really 
after is some “ legislation” that will relieve 
them from the necessity of any such sub- 
scription. 

It is probable that they are after sub- 
sidies. It may be that they have broader 
views, but we shall be very agreeably dis- 
appointed if it turn out that they have. 
There are some things short of subsidies, 
however, which would aid in the purpose 
they have in view, though they might not 
wholly accomplish it. The repeal of the 
duties on the materials, the machinery, and 
the tools used in the building of ships, in 
the maintenance of ship yards, and in all 
the associated and contributing industries, 
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would at least remove a very considera- 
ble obstacle to the revival of American 
shipping. It might not wholly accomplish 
it, because it might still be that, even with 
this obstacle removed, ships could be built 
more cheaply in other countries than here. 
There are s0 many elements entering 
into the cost of so complex a product 
that one country may easily have an ad- 
vantage over another naturally. The only 
way to test that is to remove all artificial 
restrictions and give our people an open 
and free field. It might also be that after 
we had done that there would remain other 
Governments than our own foolish enough 


to give bounties and subsidies to the build- 


ers and owners of ships. In that case the 
obvious common-sense course would be to 
avail ourselves of their unintentional gen- 
erosity and get our freight carried at their 
expense if they were willing to carry it. If 
we still preferred that ships should be 
owned and run by Americans the only re- 
maining means of securing that end justly 
and profitably would be to remove the ab- 
surd restrictions on the purchase of ships 
by Americans, and give the right to our 
citizens to float the American flag over any 
vessel that they had honestly come by. 

It is barely possible that this is what the 
members,of the “American Shipping and 
Industrial League” mean to favor; but, as 
we have said, it is more likely that 
they are after subsidies. We hardly 
think they will get them. We are 
sure they ought not to have them. If 
American shipping cannot be restored, that 
is to say if the business of carrying freight 
in American-built ships cannot be made 
a profitable one, save by paying the 
profits out of the Treasury, then we are 
clear that there would be no real advantage 
to the country generally in restoring it. 
What any one American citizen shall do 
with his money for purely business pur- 
poses he can best decide for himself, and he 
has an exclusive right to, decide it. The 
case is not altered when his money has gone 
with that of other taxpayers into’the Treas- 
ury, and is subject legally to the disposition 
of Congress.. The majority in Congress have 
no more right and no more capacity to direct 
the spending of that money in the way of 
business than its members would have if 
they were not in Congress. 


THE NEW SUBWAY CONTROL. 
After a long and seemingly unnecessary 
delay the Governor on the lust day allowed 
for the consideration of bills passed by the 
Legislature gave his approval to the act in 
relation to electrical conductors in this city, 
commonly known as the Subway bill. The 
reasons stated in his memorandum filed with 
the measure are precisely those given by 
Senator Daty for accepting the bill, not- 
withstanding the failure to secure the addi- 
tion of the Controller and Commissioner 
of Public Works to the Board of Elec- 
trical Control, which is now the of- 
ficial title of the body having charge 
of the construction and operation of the 
subways. The samereasons have been con- 
stantly urged since the adjournment of the 
Legislature as not only justifying but re- 
quiring the approval of the bill, and a 
month’s valuable time would have been 
saved if the Governor had acted promptly. 
It would have been a great misfortune to 
the city if the beginning which has been 
made toward having electrical wires placed 
under ground had come to naught. Although 
the Subway Commission provided for in the 
act of 1885 wasted a yearin dawdling and 
apparently inviting jobbery, after the 
death of Mr. LOEW and the appointment of 
Mr. FLOWER the work was taken up in 
earnest. The important preliminary of con- 
sidering and adopting plans was disposed 
of, and there has never been any reason to 
question the prudence or good faith of the 
commission’s action in that respect. 
That the) best plans and methods were 
adopted has hardly been questioned 
except by those who had other de- 
vices to urge or other schemes to carry 
out. Another important step had been 
taken in providing for the actual work by 
a construction company under a contract 
that secured all public rights, and gave as- 
surance of equal treatment for all owners of 
electric wires. Moreover, the work was 
actually begun and satisfactory progress 
had been made when it was arrested by an 
adverse judicial decision in respect to the 
power of the commission to contract with a 
private corporation for the construction of 
the subways with power to derive a revenue 
from their use. Thus far there was no rea- 
son to distrust the action of the commission 
after it had really got to work, and the 
community was anxious thatit should go 
on and get the wires under ground. 

The main purpose of the new bill was to 
confirm the action of the commission and 
give it power to go onand complete the 
work. The occasion was, however, seized 
to secure for the municipal authorities a 
large share in the control to be exercised. 
It was proposed to accomplish this by add- 
ing the Mayor, the Controller, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works to the com- 
mission or Board of Control. The object 
was a good one,and its defeat is to be 
regretted. The Mayor was added, but the 
other two municipal officers were stricken 
from the bill. This was undoubtedly done 
from political motives, the Republicans in 
the Legislature having an absurd fear that 
so many Democratic officials on the board 
would somehow turn the work to party ad- 
vantage. To offset this narrow and con- 
temptible partisanship, it may be said that 
there is good reason for suspecting that the 
Governor’s long delay in signing the bill 
was due to a desire on his part to effect a 
political purpose before giving 3 ap- 
proval, in which he seems to have failed. 

The Mayor’s opposition to the measure was 
in the well grounded, but 
when it wasin the Governor’s hands and 
the Legislature had adjourned, his con- 
tinued opposition was hardly judicious, It 
took too much the character of personal re- 
sentment that recommendations and 
protests had been unheeded. With the ex- 
ception of the omission of the two other of- 
ficials whom he desired to have on the 
Board of Control it was precisely in the 
form which was given to it with his assent 
and approval. If it was good before it 
cannot have been made altogether bad 
by this single ohange, and it 
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hardly be admitted that there is no possi- 
bility of having the work done honestly and 
effectively under the present board, made 
up of the old commission, which had done 
s0 much valuable work with general ap- 
proval, and the Mayor himself. The old 
contract has been amended and improved; 
the means of enforcing it have been greatly 
strengthened; it is provided that when the 
work is done and the term of the present 
board expires the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund shall succeed to its powers, 
and inten years the municipality may ac- 
quire possession of the subways at a price 
not exceeding the actual cost, with 10 per 
cent. added. 

One great advantage of the method of 
providing the subways through a contract 
with a corporation is that it acquires con- 
trol of the patent devices and: processes 
required and secures the city from ail con- 
test and litigation regarding them, and 
there is probably less likelihood of jobbery 
and extravagance than if it were a public 
work. There isa drawback in the control 
which one or two powerful electrical com- 
panies are understood to have obtained in 
the construction company, but that could 
hardly have been avoided, and the terms of 
the contract and the supervisory authority 
to be exercised give assurance that it will 
not be permitted to interfere with public 
interests or the rights of other companies 
using the subways. On the whole the ar- 
rangement is a satisfactory one, and it is 
the plain duty of the Mayor to do his part 
toward carrying it out successfully. The 
public will be gratified at the prospect of 
the early disappearance of the wires and 
poles from the city streets. 


DISEASES CARRIED BY MILK. 

It is estimated by the London Times that 
in the thirty years from 1850 to 1880 the 
number of deaths caused by scarlet fever in 
the United Kingdom was 548,000, and that 
the same disease causes more than 200,000 
cases of illness in that country every year. 
The mortality for the-year 1880 in the 
United States was 16,388, as recorded by 
the Census Bureau. In this city the num- 
ber of deaths due to scarlet fever has de- 
creased from 2,066 in 1882 to 508 in 1885, 
and only 320 last year. The mortality here 
is, however, large enough to excite some in- 
terest in the very successful experiments by 
which Mr. PowER and Dr. Kier, of Lon- 
don, have shown how the disease is com- 
municated to human beings from cows by 
the milk supply. 

We referred some months ago to the re- 
searches of these gentlemen. Since that 
time the experiments have been completed 
and Dr. KLEIN has obtained important ad- 
ditional proof in support of the original 
conclusion. The scarlet fever epidemic 
which was the subject of Mr. PowER’s care- 
ful inquiry occurred in the north of London 
last Winter, and the disease was confined 
exclusively (aside from cases of subsequent 
infection) to those who used milk supplied 
from one dairy farm in Hendon. It was 
clearly shown that the milk had not ab- 
sorbed the contagion directly from human 
beings, and had not been contaminated by 
unsanitary surroundings. The cows suf- 
fered from a disease very closely resembling 
scarlet fever, though milder in form, and it 
was this disease which had been communi- 
cated to those who drank the milk. In hu- 
man beings it was scarlet fever, without a 
doubt. 

The manifestations of this disease in the 
cows were visceral lesions, sores on the 
skin, loss of hair in patches, and ulcers on 
the udder. These sores contained micrococci 
or microbes, and after calves had been in- 
oculated with a cultivation of these microbes 
the same disease appeared in them at the 
end of an incubation period. 

The evidence was almost complete, but it 
was necessary to prove that scarlet fever in 
man was due to the presence and multiplica- 
tion in the blood and tissues of the same 
microbe, and that the microbe obtained 
from human scarlet fever would cause 
in a cow the disease produced in healthy 
cows by the microbe taken from the 
cows at the Hendon farm. In a lect- 
ure recently delivered before the Royal 
Institution in London Dr. KLEImn showed 
that the needed proof had been procured. 
In the blood and tissues of persons aftected 
with scarlet fever a microbe identical in 
microscopical and in cultural character 
with that obtained from the Hendon cows 
has been found. By repeated experiments 
it has been shown that the action of this 
microbe upon cows and other animals is 
exactly the same as that of the microbe 
taken from the cows at Hendon. Calves 
and other animals were inoculated with 
cultivations of each microbe, (that taken 
from the human being and that obtained 
from the Hendon cows,) and in each case 
there was developed the same cutaneous 
and visceral disease, similar to scarlet 
fever in man. Moreover, from the blood 
and tissues of these animals infected with 
one microbe or the other, the same microbe 
was recovered. ‘I think I may after this 
say,” remarked Dr. KLEIN, “that this 
microbe—micrococcus scarlatine—is the cause 
of human scarlet fever; further, that it pro- 
duces in bovine animals a disease identical 
with the Hendon disease and human scarlet 
fever, and that, consequently, while the 
cow is susceptible to infection with human 
scarlet fever, it can in its turn be the source 
of contagion for the human species, as was 
no doubt the case in that milk epidemic 
from the Hendon farm.” It should be said 
that the herd at Hendon appeared. to have 
been infected by several cows that had re- 
cently been brought to the farm from Der- 
byshire. It may be that in Derbyshire the 
disease was communicated to them from 
human beings. 

In corroboration of all this an interesting 
bit of evidence was submitted by Dr. KLEIN. 
It was suspected that a certain brand of 
condensed milk had caused scarlet fever in 
Several cans of this 
milk, which is a cheap preparation, were 
examined by the doctor. From one-third of 
those inspected he obtained by cultivation 
a microbe which in every respect, morpho- 
logically and in cultures, was the same as 
the microbe procured from the Hendon 
and from human scarlet fever. 

Tested upon calves and other animals, 

it caused the identical disease which 
| had been produced by the microbes taken 


persons who used it. 
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from those sources. Other proof was ob- 
tained from Wimbledon, where a severe 
epidemic of scarlet fever occurred three or 
four months ago. This epidemic was traced 
to a dairy farm. In one of the houses where 
the disease prevailed a pet monkey that 
had consumed a considerable quantity of 
the milk became ill and died. Dr. Kirin 
made a post-mortem examination of the 
body and discovered that the monkey had 
without doubt died of scarlet fever. From 
the blood of the monkey he obtained by 
cultivation a micrococcus, or microbe, iden- 
tical with those procured from the Hendon 
cows, from human subjects, and from the 
condensed milk. By inoculation with this 
microbe the same effect was produced. 

This may be! called a very remarkable 
and conclusive series of experiments, and 
the results are of great importance, not 
only as regards scarlet fever, but also with 
respect to other diseases that cause a 
greater number of deaths. If this disease 
is communicated from cows to human 
beings by way of the milk supply, does it 
not follow that tuberculosis, or consump- 
tion, is communicated in the same way? 


‘As we have shown heretofore, that is the 


opinion of Dr. Biareg, of the Willard 
Asylum, and of Dr. Epson, of the 
Health Department in this cify. Dr. 
BLAINE declares that 2 per cent. of all the 
animals killed at the abattoirs in New- 
York, and 21 per cent. of all. milch cows 
have tuberculosis. Is it not probable that 
many cases of consumption are caused by 
the use of milk from such cows or the 
eating of beef that ought not to be sold? 
The London experiments should induce 
Health Boards to enlarge their fields of 


labor. 
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THE THISTLE AND THE MAYFLOWER. 

The attempt to make it appear from 
records of this year’s yacht racing that the 
America’s Cup is at the mercy of the Thistle 
is as idle as the counter-attempt to show 
that the Mayflower is certainly faster than 
the new Scotch cutter. The match race 
yesterday over the course of the Glasgow 
Club resulted in favor of the Thistle, but 
by @ much narrower margin than was 
expected by those who have watched 
the previous performances of the 
vessels, The Thistle beat the Jrex in 
elapsed time eight minutes and six sec- 
onds, or with time allowance one minute 
and three seconds over a fifty-mile course. 
The allowance under which the boats sailed 
was quite fair as between them, since the 
Thistle is 2 much deeper as well as much 
broader vessel, and evades taxation for her 
depth to the same extent. The breeze, it is 
to be remarked, was strong, and the close- 
ness of the race is to be attributed to this. 
The time was remarkably fast for both, the 
loser’s time being less than four hours and 
twenty minutes. 

It is thus pretty conclusively shown that 
the Thistle is more than a match in any 
weather for what has heretofore been the 
ctack racing cutter of British waters. It is 
shown also that the stronger the breezesthe 
less the difference between them. That is 
what we should expect of a race between 
the Mayflower and the Irex. The Thistle has, 
in fact, done about what most yachtsmen 
would have expected of the Mayflower. The 
test supplied by this latest match is very 
important, as showing for the first time what 
the new boat is good for in strong breezes. 
We have had only one such test’ on this 
side in the races for the cup, as the May- 
flower and Galatea were not favored witha 
single race in which the breeze was fresh 
and steady. The Puritan and Genesia had 
such a race, and the Puritan beat the 
Genesta a minute and thirty-nine seconds 
over a forty-mile course, which is distinctly 
better than the minute and three seconds 
over a fifty-mile course by which the Thistle 
has just beaten the Jrex. There is a ques- 
tion whether the Mayflower is as much 
better than the Puritan in = strong 
breezes as she undoubtedly is in mod- 
erate weather, and it is to be regretted 
that the owner of the older sloop did 
not avail himself of the excellent oppor- 
tunity for settling this question offered by 
the regatta of the Eastern Yacht Club last 
Thursday. Fortunately, however, the Gala- 
tea and the Mayflower made the race and 
had the chance which they missed during 
the cup races. The result was that in a 
breeze so fresh that she began the race with 
her topmast housed, and ina considerable 
sea, the Mayflower beat the Galatea seven- 
teen minutes in‘ actual time and thirteen 
minutes in corrected time. 

So far as it goes, this showing indicates 
that the Mayflower would beat the Thistle in 
a strong breeze. Allowing the Jrezx to be six 
or seven minutes faster than the Galatea 
over a forty-mile course, the Mayflower 
would still be six or seven minutes better 
than the Jrex, whereas the Thistle was only 
a minute better in fifty miles. The Genesta 
has this year been as nearly as possible 
equal to the Jrex, with which she has 
divided what yachting honors’ the 
Thistle has left for either. The Ge- 
nesta is undoubtedly not a match for 
the Puritan in' moderate weather, and the 
Puritan is not a match for the Mayflower in 
such weather. In strong breezes the Puritan 
and Genesta were very nearly equal, while 
Friday’s race indicates that in such weather 
the Mayflower is considerably faster than 
either, and in connection with it yester- 
day’s cutter match indicates that in such 
weather the Mayflower would beat the 
Thistle. These speculations are some what de- 
ranged by the astonishing pace at which the 
Scotch race was sailed. The fifty miles were 
made in twenty minutes less than the May- 
flower took to do thirty-six. As we know 
tolerably well what the Jrex can do, the 
presumption is that the racers were greatly 
assisted by the strong tides of the Scottish 
coast. At any rate, it does not look as if 
the Thistle is by any means sure of the 
America’s cup, if the Mayflower is chosen 
to detend it. It is only certain that a series 
of races between these two boats would be 
very interesting. 


Baltimore has a Judge named Durry who 
evidently has great faith in the peniten- 
tiary as an asylum for dishonest judges and 
inspectors of election. He astonished six 
of these gentry who had been convicted of 
conspiracy to defraud at the recent election 
by sentencing each of them yesterday to 


two years in the city jail; and on one of 
them he imposed the additional penalty 
of a fine of $1,000. This heroic treat- 
ment is what is needed more than anything 
else to “purify tho ballot box,” and if the 
Baltimore Jndge’s method were adopted 
oftener in other cities, there would be a 
speedy end to the most grievous crime pos- 


sible against republican institutions. 
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The defeat of Columbia by Harvard in the 
eight-oared race yesterday was perhaps to 
be expected. Normally the victory in such 
a contest ought to go to the institution 
which has the larger number of undergrad- 
uates, at least of undergraduates of an 
athletic turn of mind and body, and in the 
present case that institution is undoubtedly 
Harvard. She has the same advantage 
over Columbia that either of the great Eng- 
lish universities would have over her. Of 
course, the college that is numerically 
much weaker may sometimes turn ont 
the stronger crew, but such a result 
should be exceptional. Another advan- 
tage Harvard had in this race which is 
of great importance in college races. Her 
crew averaged a year older than that of 
Columbia. An athlete does not come to his 
best in exercises requiring strength and en- 
durance rather than agility certainly until 
25. Professionals may sometimes be in 
their prime earlier, but that is because the 
recklessness of their habits when out of 
training breaks them down before their 
time. A year counts for a great deal be- 
tween 18 and 25, and observers have often 
picked out the winners of college regattas 
by noting the tables of age and disrégard- 
ing all the other statistics of the crews. Of 
two college crews that have equal “beef ” 
and equal skill in rowing, the older is toler- 
ably certain to be the better. 
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ED LAMB'S LAST DAYS. 


PATIENTLY WAITING FOR THE PROMPT- 
ER TO RING DOWN THE CURTAIN. 
Edward Lamb, the old and popular come- 

dian, is dying at his homein Brooklyn. All the 

members of his family are with him, and are in 
daily expectation of his death. For two years 

Mr. Lamb has suffered with some stomach 

trouble, which he at first . credited to 

indigestion. Within the last six months 
unmistakable symptoms of cancer of 
the stomach were discovered. Ever since 
his Western trip last Fall, when he essayed the 
arduous task of managing as well as acting, 
Mr. Lamb has been unable to retain food on his 


stomach, and the consequent weakness has ren- 
dered him physically incapable of attending to 
his professional duties. Notwithstanding that 
fact he undertook to carry out an engagement 
early in the Spring, and in consequence was 
obliged to take to his bed. He has not left it 
since June 1, and in the opinion of his physicians 
will never leave it alive. 

Dr. L. Barstow Irish, the family physictan, 
said last night: ‘* There is no doubt that this is 
Mr. Lamb’s last illness. He understands that. 
although he does not know that his disease is of 
@ cancerous nature. We have been compelled 
to keep him in ignorance of that fact so that he 
may Dot become too excited. I have held sev- 
eral consultations with Prof. Skene and Dr. 
Terry and they agree with my diagnosis of the 
case and support my theory that death will af- 
ford the only reliet Mr. Lamb willever know. Itis 
a question of a few weeks only, possibly a few 
days. The growth of the cancer is perceptible 
daily and must cause the patient intense suffer- 
ing. Heis kept partly under the influence of 
anodynes but will not permit us to use morphia 
to a very great extent. He is perfectly con- 
scious and has daily intercourse with his fam- 
ily. who are his only visitors. Although a large 
number of his old professional friends have 
called at the house none of them have been r- 
mitted tosee Mr. Lamb. The task which Mr. 
Lamb undertook in the Spring undoubtedly 
hastened his prostration. e played then on 
pure grit. He had not really strength to stand, 
and for days together ate no foodatall. The 
effect after each meal was so trying that he pre- 
ferred to go hungry. Frequently during that 
engagement he was prostrated, and always re- 
quired rest between his appearances on the 
stage. Now his trouble has gone so far that his 
death is merely a question of how long it will 
take him to starve. . 

Mr. Lamb lives in a neat brownstone house at 
379 Sixth-street, Brooklyn, which he owns. He 
is 67 years of age. His family consists of a wife 
and five children—three sons and two daughters. 
The sons are actors, and the youngest daughter, 
Miss Minnie Lamb, has always taken an active 
interest in the work of amateur dramatic socie- 
ties in Brooklyn. The other daughter is Mrs. 
Corwin, the wife of the manager at Toledo, 
Ohio, for the Standard Oil Company. She ar- 
rived at her father’s bedside last Saturday. 

Edward Lamb is one of the most popular of 
our comic actors. His New-York record dates 
from the old days of Niblo’s, under Wheatley, 
when he was Hector Peyrolles in ‘‘ The Duke’s 
Motto.” He wasin Mr. Palmer's firat company 
atthe Union-Square, acting in “ Agnes” and 
other plays. He was afterward attached to the 
Brooklyn Theatre under Shook & Palmer. His 
most famc'is engagement, however, was as low 
comedian in the company Mr. and Mrs. F. B. 
Conway at the old Park Theatre in Brooklyn. 
There he was immensely popular, and the theatre 
was always jammed on his benefit night.

GEORGETOWN COLLEGE. 


AN ADDRESS TO THE ALUMNI ON THE 
GEORGE THEORIES. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The annual Com- 
mencement exercises at Georgetown College 
took place to-day, and were largely attended by 
citizens of Wa8hington and distinguished visit- 
ors from all parts of thecountry. The featurs 
of the meeting of Alumni in the morning was an 
address by one of their number, the Hon. James 
V. Coleman, Forestry Commissioner of Cali- 
fornia, on the relations of capital and labor, 


which dealt mainly with Henry George's 
theories. Mr. Coleman admitted all the evils of 
which Mr. George complains and the necessity 
fora more equitable adjustment of social rela- 
tions, but denied that the true remedy was to ba 
found in an adoption of the George plan. He 
denied that wealth was alone the product of 
labor, holding it to be also the God given power 
to man to secure, move, combine, separate, or In 
other ways modify nature by human exertion; 
not only the thing possessed, but also the power 
to acquire that thing, which when in use 1s Cap- 
ital. He also held wages to be paid from capital 
and not from wealth, as Mr. George has it. The 
speaker denied the proposition that labor pro- 
duces wealth, claiming it to be only an Instra- 
ment in the production, and that without the 
power and impulse labor would be impossible. 
‘To deny the ownership of land to men would be 
to deprive them of their greatest incentive to 
work, and the nationalization of land wouid 
bring almost universal staguation. 

Mr. Coleman dwelt at length upon the moral 
aspects of the conflict between capital and 
labor, and predicted that democracy purified by 
morality is capable of furnishing the only prac- 
tical cure for the present social injustices.

ASSUMING THE DEBT FOR 
HUGE CONCESSIONS. 

A COMPANY WHICH IS TO RUN RAIL- 
ROADS, MINES, GUANO BEDS, AND 
MANY VALUABLE ENTERPRISES. 

W. R. Grace & Co. have just received from 
‘Yondon the particulars of the agreement, con- 
summated May 26 in London, between Sir Henry 
W. Tyler, Gerald A. Ollard, and Michael P. Grace, 
the Committee of the Government Bondholders, 
and Dr. Don José Aranibar, Attorney-General 
and Special Commissioner of Peru, by which 
Peru is practically relieved from its foreign in- 
debtedness and put upon a new and easy finan- 
cial footing. 

As affecting the future of Peru its importance 
cannot well be overestimated. The negotia- 
tions which brought about this fortunate result 
lasted for some years and required an enormous 
amount of patience on the part of all concerned. 
In the language of the cummittee it is “the only 
thing which can afford that unhappy country @ 


future, or show it any way of salvation.” While 
the agreement has not yet been ratified by Con- 
gress—which is necessary to make it perfectly 
pinding upon Peru—there is not the slightest 
doubt but what Congress when it meets July 
25 will unanimously vote in favor of ratifica- 
tion. Clause one of the agreement is as follows: 
“The Government of Rome, desiring on its part to 
conclude the construction and extension of the rail- 
ways whereof it is owner, by carrying them to the 
miving and agricultural centres of Peru, 80 as to 
work its rich regions, its mines of silver, 
coal, cinnabar, and other minerals, to colonize 
by means of immigration of the European races 
properly established, and to utilize its fertile 
uplands, and the lands which it possesses, irrigating 
tase latter, or converting both the one and the 
other into industrial or agricultural establishments, 
villages, crinto any other objects of public utility; 
to apply the railways and the guano whereot it may 
dex te to dispose to the extinction of all and any 
liability of the Government in respect of the 
external debt; and the English committee 
.of pondholders of the external debt of Peru. 
Deing desirous on its part to makea definite settle- 
ment, as faras concerns the liability of Peru of the 
said cebt, and to participate in the profits of the 
workiug of the railyays, guano, mines, and lands 
mentioned, both parties have decided to enter into 
the present contract, whereby the Government of 
Peru assigus the Sr oe! for the term of 66 years. 
and delivers over the railways belonging to it, 
with their lands, stations, fixed and rolling stock, de- 
ts, and accessories to the said committee, so that 
tmay extend them, repair them, maintain them, 
furnish them with all the necessary material for 
traffic, and work them and fulfill the respective obli- 
ations, all in conformity with the conditions stipu- 
fied in the present agreement for the term men- 
tioned, computed from the date of the ratification by 
the Congress of Peru.” 


By this agreement 10 valuable railroads, of 
about 763 miles total length, each now earning 
@ netincome, are conceded for 66 years to the 
company—which is to be formed by the bond- 
holders immediately after its ratitication by the 
Congress of Peru—together with great optional 
and preferential rights of extension. Thecompa- 
ny will also get the concession for 66 years of all 
discovered and undiscovered guano; the right of 
the Peruvian Government to the 50 per cent. of 
the 1,000,000 tons of guano dealt with by the 
‘treaty of peace between Chili and Peru; a fur- 
ther concession of £120,000 a year from 
the customs duties of Mollendo and Pay- 
ta, so long as £420,000 a year is 
not received for two consecutive years 
trom the railway and guano concessions; 
the perpetual right to work coal mines 
siong the Chimbote and Huaraz Railway, with 
a reservation of 15 per cent. of net profit to the 
Government; the right to work cinnabar mines, 
and exclusively for 50 years in the Provence of 
Huaucavelica, with a reservation of 15 per cent. 
of net profitto the Government; the perpetual 
rigut to condemn and work 100 or more mines of 

old, silver, copper, lead, or other minerals, sub- 
ect to the ordiuary tax of $30 a pear per 
mine, payable to the Government; a concession 
of 1,800,000 hectares—say, 4,000,000 acres—of 
land, to be selected in five years; an additional 
180 hectares—say, 400 acres—for every family 
introduced into Peru; rights of navigation in 
the rivers and lakes of Peru; the authority to 
astablish a bank at Lima with the ex- 
tlusive right to issue notes against one- 
third specie, and with 75 per cent. 
of the net profits after payment of 9 per cent. 
on the subscribed capital, the bank undertaking 
the administration of the internal debt of Peru, 
to be guaranteed by 8 per cent. of the customs 
dues of the port of Callao and some other reve- 
nues, and by 25 per cent. of the net profits of 
the bank after payment of 9 per cent. as inter- 
est on the subscribed capital; certain privileges 
of immunity from taxation. i 

In return for all these concessions the bond- 
holders’ company undertake to effect a num- 
ber of railroad constructions within four years 
at the furthest, under heavy penalties for fail- 
ure, in order to carry out the purposes men- 

tioned in the first clause of the agreement, above 
quoted; to have an examination made of the 
coal and cinnaber mines, and to report the re- 
sults to the Government; to pay the Government 
20 per cent. of the net proceeda of the railways, 
and 25 per cent. of the net proceeas of the gu- 
ano, after £420,000 a year have been received 
by it; to deposit the bonds constituting the ex- 
ternal debt of Peru—say £32,000,000—and the 
cancellation of one-half of that debt; to 
provide about £350,000 as the capital for car- 
rying on the bank to. be estalished 
at Lima, reserving one-third of that,or any 
other required amount, to be subscribed in Peru; 
to advauce £400,000 to the Peruvian Govern- 
ment in installments extending over 30 months 
from the ratification of the contract by Congress, 
£6,000 being applied to the service of the inter- 
nal debt; to transport free, or at low rates, the 
military and civil employes, material, and mails 
of the Government of Peru. 

It will be noticed that only one-half of the for- 
eign debt is to be canceled. It is expected that 
the payment of the other half will be assumed 
by Chili, as appertaining to the hypothecatory 
rights of the bondholders in the Province of 
Tarapaca, now forming, by right of conquest, a 
portion of the Republic of Chili. 

In their report to the bondholders the commit- 
tee say: 

“The above obligations for carrying out railway 
extensions, for developing mines and properties, for 
advances to Peru, and for other ee to be 
taken under the agreenrent, are estimated to require 
—taking into accuuut the revenues that will mean- 
while received—an outlay of £2,500,000, ex- 
tending over a period of five years. To raise these 
funds it is intended to issue debentures, constituting 
a eharge on the concessions from the Peruvian 
Government. Allowing for the service of these 
issues, the revenues from the concessions will be 
sufficient from the first to pay a dividend to the 
bondholders, which is expected to increase year 
after year as the railways are extended and 
the concessions are developed. In com- 
— with the agreement steps are already 

eing taken for the incorporation of a Peruvian 
trust in the form of a limited liability company. It 
is intended to create a share capital of £15,000,000, 
and toaliotthe shares to the bondholders in ex- 
change for the deposit of their bonds; the above 
share capital being taken to represent half of the 
Peruvian debt. Omitting the coupons from consid. 
eration the allotment wili take place on the basis of 
the conversion scheme assented to by the bondhold- 
5T8 in 1876; that is to say, in the proportion of six 
to five as between the two loans.” 

Mr. Michael P. Grace’s very valuable conces- 
sion of the Corro de Pasco mines is not inter- 
tered with by this agreement. The two loans 
referred to above are the railway 6 per cent. 
joan of 1870, amounting to £11,141,580, and 
the railway 5 per cent. loan of 1872, amounting 
to £20,473,500. Each was secured in the guano 
deposits, now in the possession of Chili and 
the general resources of Peru. No interest has 
been puid on either debt since 1876, so that the 
total foreign debt, reckoning interest in arrears, 
is now more than £50,000.000. Peru’s internal 
debt is about £11,000,000. It has long been 
known that her natural resources are capable of 
@ tremendous developmentin enterprising hands, 
such as those into which they have now falien.

Jay Gould went yachting yesterday with 
his doctor, but he left orders behind him that 
kept his stock market lieutenants busy. He 
called more big loans and made some specula- 
tors very uneasy. Henry 8, Ives heard from 
him again and Henry Hart was plumped down 
hard on a cushion full of pins. Ives is credited 
with having sent back a defiant answer to the 
“call” made on him, and Henry Hart raised a 
lively rumpus at the office of Gould’s trust com- 
pany.

But though Mr. Hart's flow of language was 
not all honeyed, and though he averred that he

terms, with Gould and Sage on top. This was

THE CHICAGO POOL ROOMS. 


TO CLOSE UNDER THE OPERATION OF 
THE NEW LAW. 

CHICAGO, June 27.—The big blackboard 
behind the counter in Riley & Co.’s pool room 
bears a legend to the effect that on and after 
July 1 that establishment will be closed. The only 
other pool room now remaining in Chicago is that 
of John Dowling & Co., next door to Riley's, 
which will also close on July 1. The pool rooms 
close in compliance with an act passed by the 
last Legislature making pool selling illegal in 


this State except upon the race tracks of incor- 
ated associations during meetings. The book- 
makers of the city held a meeting this 
evening and formed an association which will 
hold itself responsible for all tickets issued by 
its members. The association proposes to deal 
directly with the jockey clubs and not through 
middlemen. It is reported that it will try to 
control the clubs and dictate their action in re- 
lation not only to betting, but to other racing 
mattere. 

There are 37 bookmakers now at Washington 
Park. Each pays $100 a day for his stand, and 
is obliged to pay in advance for five days at a 
time. On Saturday they paid Bush & Bride, tha 
lessees of the betting privileges at the park, 
$37,500, 

An act directed against the bucket shops, and 
similar iu principle to that killing off the pool 
sellers, was also passed by the last Legislature 
and approved by the Governor. The managers 
and proprietors of the shops were vere angry at 
what they termed an unjust discrimination be- 
tween their methods of * trading” in grain, pro- 
visions, and stocks, and thatin vogue upon the 
regular Board of Trade. They threatened all 
sorts of retaliatory measures, injunctions, &c., 
none of which, however, have been seen. On 
the contrary, investigations made to-day proved 
that a remarkabie unanimity of preparation was 
going on, whereby bucket oy keeping in 
Chicago will breathe its last on the afternoon of 
June 30, The establishment of James Murphy 
has already closed out its city business, and 
will close out such of it elsewhere as 
cannot be carried on in compliance with the 
law. The Imperial Grain and Stock Exchange 
will go out of the business, and the Metropolitan 
Grain and Stock Exchange will only do business 
which can be transacted according to the rules 
of the regular and open Boards of Trade. Lan@- 
lords having bucket shop tenants are willing to 
let the lessees go, the law making it an offense 
to harbor such an institution. 


RICHMOND'S FAST MILE. 


HE EASILY WINS THE SUBURBAN RE- 
NEWAL AT BRIGHTON. 


There was racing at thé Brighton Beach 
track as wellas at Sheepshead Bay yesterday. 
The chief event was the running of the renewal 
of the Suburban Handicap, open to horsés who 
were eligible for that event.

METHODS OF UNION PACIFIC 


VARIOUS WITNESSES BEFORE 
THE OOMMISSION. 
EMPLOYES WHO LOOKED AFTER THE 

INTERESTS OF THE ROAD— AMONG 


THE NEBRASKA LEGISLATORS. 


OmauaA, June 27.—The Pacific Railway 


Commission resumed its session here to-day. 
W. A. Paxton, a leading stock yard man, testified 
as to a lease given by the Unton Pacific Company 
to a company in which he was interestod 
at Council Bluffs. Having got an exclusive 
lease no other stock yard company could set up 
an opposition or compete with his.” The witness 
claimed that he had put $100,000 capital into 
the yards, which he would not have done had he 
not been able to get the exclusive privilexes 
afforded by the lease. He was asked by Mr. 
Poppleton, attorney for the company, as to who 
got the best of itin connection with that stock 
yard transaction. “Why, we got the best of 
it, of course,” replied the witness, “for as 
long as we ran there nobody interfered 
with us.” On further questioning by 
Mr. Poppleton the witness admitted that the 
company’s cattle business developed consider- 
ably by reason of the arrangement. He did not 
remember that any of his firms or companies 
had received rebates or special rates, and was 


Surprised when Gov. Pattison read from the 
company’s books items showing that they had. 
In reply toinquiries by Commissioner Littler as 
to what was the general sentiment of the people 
along the line of the Union Pacific Road the wit- 
ness replied that on the whole it was favorable 
fo the road, although there had been some 
“kicking.” 

Leavits Burnham, a former Land Commission- 
erof the Union Pacific, testified as to the land 
policy of the company. He said the general 
policy was to dispose of the agricultural Jands 
“to actual settlers and to sell the grazing lands 
in large bodies. The company patented 
lands as fast as they conld be set- 
tled. Lands were not patented when sur- 
veyed, but only as fast as the coun- 
try became occupied, so that there could 
be a fair and honest utilization of the 
taxes which would be levied by the local com- 
munities as fastas the patents were taken out. 
There had been considerable “ stealing,” as he 
would call it, of the money taken by the local au- 
thorities along the line from the company. He 
mentioned one school district which, in order to 
get as much money as possible in taxation from 
the company, was made 75 miles long. Gov. 
Pattison asked him whether he had ever known 
of the proceeds of lands being used by the com- 
pany forthe purpose of paying dividends, to 
which he replied that he had not. 

Milton H. Goble, a member of the Pacific 
Hotel Company, which runs the railroad 
restaurants along the line of the Union 
Pacitic Road, testified as to the terms of 
his contract with the company. The 
railroad company, he said, carried the hotel 
company’s supplies free, but the witness added 
that to offset this concession the hotel company 
charged reduced rates for meals to certain 
classes of the company’s employes. The Union 
Pacific Company owned a one-half interest in 
the hotel coinpany. 

P. L. Perine, a former Cashier in the land de- 
mpage of the company, testified that he did 

now of the proceeds of land sales being used 
to pay dividends. He had no knowledge of any 
improper use of the funds of the company. 

W. F. Gurley, a lawyer, of Omaha, testified 
that he was employed by Mr. Thurston, one of 
the lawyers of the Union Pacific at Omaha, to 
go to Lincoln to look after railroad legislation. 
He looked after the railroad bills there and re- 
ported to Mr. Thurston as to the purpose of 
such bills and their progress through the 
different stages of legislation. He was 
paid by Mr. Thurston. The work of 
the witness at Lincoln had been to talk 
with the members of the Legislature 
about railroad measures. Gov. Pattison asked 
him whether he haa ever heard of an “oil” room 
in connection with the Legislature—a room in 
which the way was made smooth for members 
to vote for or against certain bills. The witness 
said be had read of such aroom, but had never 
been in it and did not believethere wasany such. 
He had procure’ passes for members of the 
Legislature and for their friends at the request 
of members. 

Gov. Pattison called on the officers of the 
Union Pacitic Company to produce, for the in- 
spection of the commission, all legal vouchers in 
the name of Mr. Thurston and a variety of other 
legal vouchers. He also notified the company 
that the commission must insist on the presence 
of Mr. Thurston himself, the commission’s sub- 
pena having failed to reach him, owing to his 
absence froin the city of Omaha. 

Mr. Poppleton, general atrurney of the com- 
pany, replied that he had ne power to produce 
Mr. Thurston. 

Mr. Gurley, in answer to qnestions, said there 
were someemployes of the Union Pacific who 
were meinbers of the Legislature. Mr. Popple- 
ton said those members were Knights of Labor. 

Frank P. Hanlon, former spcial agent of the 
company, testified that he pad been sent to 
Lincoln during sessions of the Legislature to 
ascertain how members stood on railroad meas- 
ures. The votes of members ha said, were “ very 
changeable.” [Langhter.] 

Jobn R. Manchester, Claim Agent of the Union 
Pacific Company, testifiedgta having been at 
Lincoln during several sessiona of the Legislat- 
ure in the interest of the cympany. It was 
done at the reauestof Mr. Thurston. He had 
particularly opposed one bill that provided for a 
railroad commission which was to have power 
to tix rates. He had never used money to in- 
fluence legislation. When aske:l how many passes 
he had issued to members of the Legislature, or 
to their friends at the requeat of members, he 
said he thought he had issueé 400. He did not 
consider it blackmail for members to ask for 
passes. Passes had always been given by West- 
ern railroads to members of Legislatures. He 
did not know that members rendered any serv- 
ice to the company in return for the passes. He 
thought some of the railroad hills which he had 
opposed had been introduced in good faith. 

J. M. Eddy, of Omaha, testifled as to the con- 
struction of the Hailey extension of the Oregon 
Short Line. He said his name was used by the 
Union Pacific Company, for which use he was 
paid about $1,500. A contract was first made 
with the Union Pacific by which be was to re- 
ceive $20,000 per mile in stock and $20,000 per 
mile in bonds for building the road, but this was 
not carried out. 
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TO KEEP THE DERBY. 

NEwW-HAVEN, Conn., June 27.—The Board 
of Finance have decided to recommend to the 
Common Council that the city retain its interest 
in the Derby Road, and that the effers of the 


New-York, New-Haven and Hartford and the 
New-England Railroads be rejected. There is 
no reason to doubt that the report willbe ac- 
cepted and that the city will retain its 
interest in the Derby for the present. This 
termination of the manv months of negotiations 
for the control of the Derby is satisfactory to 
the Consolidated Road managers. As long as 
the city holds on to its controlling interest in 
the Derby the New-York and New-Haven will 
refrain from building the threatened parallel 
from Derby to New-Haven.

RECEPTION BY NEW-JERSEY’S GRAND 
ARMY AND SEVERAL SPEECHES. 

The reception to Gen. Lucius Fairehild, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, by the Grand Army of the Republic of 
Now-Jersey, yesterday, at Newark, was in every 
way @ success. The whole length of Broad- 
street, on which thoroughfare was held the 
parade, was decorated with flags and bunting, 
and the music of the drum and fife filled the air. 
The reception was under the auspices of Lincoln 


Post, No, 11, of Newark, and was participated in 
by delegations from Grand Army posts all 
over the State. Early in the atternoon 
Commander Pearson, of the Lincoln Post, and 
Comrades Gifford and Plummer came to New- 
York and escorted Gen. Fairchild from the Hotel 
Normandie to Newark. In the Lincoln Post's 
quarters an informal reception was given the 
General. He was presented to the Mayor, the 


‘ Board of Aldermen, members of the Legislature, 


aud members of the various pusts who had then 
arrived, and a dinner was then eaten at Molter’s 
Hotel. Gen. Wheeler, Department ‘Commander 
of New-Jersey, and his staff were present. 

At 7:30 o'clock a parade of about 2,000 Grand 
Army men was reviewed by Gen. Fairchild from 
the City Hall baleony. The parade formed on 
Broad-street at Cedar, and marched down that 
street to Lincoln Park, countermarched and the 
whole army packed itself in Miner’s Theatre, 
Mayor Haynes, Gen. Wheeler and his staff, the 
Board of Aldermen, and the city and county of- 
ficiala were with Gen. Fairchild. At Miner’s 
Theatre, the entertainment was held. The thea- 
tre was packed. Commander Pearson pre- 
sided and in a short address introduced Gen. 
Fairchild. The audience cheered itself hoarse 
when he walked up to the reading stand and 
waited to be heard. His address was very short 
and contained no allusion to the battle-flag 
question. 

He talked mainly about the loyal duties which 
every Grand Army man should faithfully ner- 
form, and about the Grand Army Pension bill. 
The United States, he said, ought to help the 
disabled soldiers who fought for its preservation, 
and ought to help their families. To the three 
months’ men, who received their honorable dis- 
charge, the speaker advocated the payment of 
the pension as well as to those who served three 
years. The General deprecated the often ex- 
pressed opinion that the Grand Arwy served to 
widen the breach between the North and the 
South. It was nothing of the kind, he said. 
The Grand Army sought to bind up the wounds 
of the war, and if it was let alone there would 
be no bloody chasm. 

A quartet from Farragut Postsang “ Marching 
Through Georgia,” and Gen. Wheeler was intro- 
duced. Hestartedin at once about the flags. 
“ This reception to Gen. Fairchild,” he said, ‘‘ re- 
echoes and emphasizes his words in relation to 
the return of the battle flags.” Then the Gen- 
eral urged the adoption of resolutions by each 
post in the Grand Army of the Republic in- 
dorsing the Pension bill, and went on to talk 
about the coming National Convention of the 
Grand Army. The other speakers of the even- 
ing were Post Commander H. M. Nevins and 
Gen. Clinton B. Fisk. Gen. Fairchild-returned 
to New-York last night.

SPEAKING FOR JAKE SHARP 


LAWYER PARSONS OPENS THE 
DEFENDANT'S CASH. 
& CLEAR INTIMATION THAT THE DE- 
FENDANT WILL NOT TESTIFY IN 
THE CASE ON HIS OWN BEHALF. 


It is almost certain that Jacob Sharp will 
not appear as a witness in his own defense. He 
will not, perhaps properly, admit the fact; 
neither will his counsel, but the experience of 
those who have been brought face to face with a 
jury on account of alleged illegal connection 
with the promoters of the Broadway Surface 
Railroad has not been of a character to induce 
the head and front of that enterprise to follow 
in their footsteps. Besides, it is doubtful if Mr. 
Sharp’s condition would permit him to be- 
come a witness. During the morning session 
yesterday, while Mr. Parsons was engaged in 
opening the defendant’s case, Mr. Sharp dozed. 
He naturally took some interest in the opening 
address of his counsel, and it was evident that 
he struggled hard to give it his attention, but it 
was of no use; the old man was tired out. Loss 
of sleep and loss of appetite overpowered him, 
and for the best part of an hour he slept fitfully. 
Early in the session he manifested consi lerable 
interest upon seeing ex-Alderman Fullgraff in 
earnest conversation with Lawyer Peter Mitch- 
ell. He called Mr. Stickney’s attention to the 
incident and Mr. Stickney, after Fullgraff had 
taken himself off, leaned across the table and 
questioned Mr. Mitchell. Then he said some- 


thing to Mr. Sharp which brought a very 
thoughtful look to the old man’s face. 

Though it was known that the defense would 
begin its innings in the morning the attendance 
at court was not larger than usual. Mr. Nicoll 
promptly attacked the jury with a large install- 
ment of Mr. Sharp's testimony before the Senate 
committee, and after be had read for an hour 
nobody, not even the defendant—his counsel, of 
course, excepted—paid any attention. Sheriff 
Grant took a seat on the bench and was in close 
eonversation with Judge Barrett when Mr. Mar- 
tine woke everybody up by saying: “ May it 
please the court that’s the people’s case.” 

“ What is that ?” inquired Mr. Parsons. 

* That is the people’s case,” was the reply. 

«“ Well, but you can’t bring the case to a close 
in the middle of a witness’s testimony,” said Mr. 
Parsons; “besides, [ want to ask Stenographer 
Corell a question.” He did so, but it was of no 
particular interest. : 

Mr. Nicoll looked immensely relieved _ at hav- 
ing disposed of the People’s case, and Mr, Mar- 
tine and the rest of his staff beamed also. The 
eounsel for the defendant put their heads to- 
gether, and everyone in court stretched arms 
and legs preparatory to settling down quietly to 
listen to chm E. Parsons, Esq. It was within 
half an hour ofnoon when Mr. Parsons bowed to 
the court and jury in token that he was about to 
state the defendant’s case. His manner was full 
of repose, his voice strong, clear, and even, and 
his Janguage plain. He made no attempt to 
earry the jury off its feet, bnt in an address oc- 
cupying four hours and forty minutes he never 
for a moment lostits attention, andin manner 
and voice he was exactly the same at the finish 
as he had been at the start. ‘ 

Before he entered upon his duty of opening the 
defendant’s case he would state two points, he 
said, upon which he desired the ruling of the 
court. He asked the prosecution to elect 
whether it would rely upon that point in the in- 
dictment which alleged an agreement to bribe 
Fuligraff, or on that which allegea that Fullgraff 
had been bribeao, He thought it right that the 
prosecution should elect upon which charge Mr. 
Sharp should be tried, The court ruled against 
him, and did so again on a motion that the court 
should order the defendant's acquittal under 
section 410 of the Criminal Procedure act. 

Tf there were any expectation, Mr. Parsons 
said, that counsel for the defense supposed a 
view of the case favorable to it might be ob- 
tained through the use of rhetoric, by an appeal 
to the feelings of the jury, or by an effort to 
ereate sympathy for the defendant, such ex- 
pectation would hardly be realized. He had no 
Wish to make such an address. He asked the 
forbearance of the jury while he referred to the 
different Aldermanic proceedings connected with 
the Broadway Surface Road. Then he said that 
one of the serious embarrassments of a defend- 
ant was that the mouths of his counsel were 
kept closed until the prosecution had done its 
work, and made it inevitable that an impression 
had found a lodgment in the minds of all listen- 
ers. Much of the documentary evidence intro- 
duced by the prosecution would also be used as 
testimony by the defense. In spite of the 
months devoted to the case and the experience 
gained by the prosecution in other trials the 
prosecution had been forced to admit there was 
no direct testimony to prove Jacob Skarp’s guilt. 
it remained to be seen whether Mr. Sharp could 
be convicted upon evidence which the law books 
described as the most dangerous. 

From the beginning to the end of the affairs 
of the Broadway Surface, Railroad Mr. Sharp 
has been at a great disadvantage, as illustrated 
by his experience at the hands of the Senate 
, investigating committee. Under present cir- 
cumstances, however, he felt that he wasin the 
bands of a tribunal which would decide upon 
the evidence if Mr. Sharp did either of the two 
things charged against lim—whether he agreed 
to bribe or did bribe Fullgraf’ The jury was 
not to pass upon ihe case of any of the 22 
Aldermen who are said to have been bribed. It 
was to consider only the case of Fuligraif. 

Was Fuligraff debauched by Mr. Sharp? Was 
Mr. Sharp the arch conspiratorin such a traus- 
action? The prosecution had claimed that 
bribery had become universal, and that to puta 
stop toit Mr. Sharp should be convicted. The 
only testimony in the case to justify such a 
wide-reaching allegation was that of Fullgraff, 
to the effect that no cone could be an Alderman 
without being corrupt. The speaker would not 
say there were not bad men in the 1884 Board 
of Aldermen, but that Mr. Sharp corrupted them, 
or that he corrupted one of them, was to be 
proved. The defense had showu that before the 
Aldermen met at McLaughlin’s house a number 
of Aldermen met in the Aldermanic Chamber 
and decided to combine. Was that in pursuance 
of any action of Mr. Sharp? The defense would 
claing, at the proper time, that such action was 
exactly the reverse of such a fact. 

The Cable Railroad Company appeared before 
the Aldermen and asked for Broadway. The 
Broadway aud Seventh-Avenue Company did 
likewise. Immediately you are asked to infer 
that the Aldermen were bribed and that Jacob 
Sharpis guilty. To be corrupted a man must 
be innocent. If the Aldermen ‘“strnck” it did 
not follow that Mr. Sharp was acorrupter. The 
prosecution had insisted that the deposition of 
the District Attorney was a quasi judicial one, 
and the prosecutor had said hecondemned Jacob 
Sharp. In all that he did subsequent to 
the remark Mr. Nicoll had been cousistent. No 
lawyer had a right to declare his beliefin the 
guiltof adefendant, orto offer as testimony 
his private opinion of either the guilt or inno- 
cence of a defendant. Such statements were 
liable to distract the attention of a jury from the 
true prineiples upon which a case should be de- 
termined—the evidence alone. The prosecution 
bad referred to an age when an accused was de- 
nied the right to appear by counsel, and his atti- 
tude throughout the trial hadseemed to say that 
the defendant appeared by counsel not by right 
but by privilege. The jury had been told the 
defendant now hada right to appear as a wit- 
ness in hisown cause. What does that mean? 
Did it not seem impossible that a man 
should remember the innumerable transactions 
covering a period of two years produced as tes- 
timony in the case? 

The belief that Sharp would not testify in his 
own behalf arose whep Mr. Parsons quoted the 
opinion of Judge Allen, of the Court of Appeals, 
in the celebrated case of Ruloff against the peo- 
ple. The opinion was as follows: 


ar By statute persons upon trial for crime may, 
&e. he act may be regarded as of doubtful pro- 
priety, and many regard it as unwise and as sub- 
os @ person on trial to a severe, if not cruel, 
est. Ifsworn, his testimony will be treated as of 
but little value. will be subjected to those tests 
which detract from the weight of evidence given 
under aap inducements to pervert the truth 
when the truth would be unfavorable, and he will, 
under the lawas now understood and interpreted, 
be subjected to the cross-examination of the prose- 
cating officer and made to testify to any and all mat- 
ters relevant to the issue or his own credibility and 
character, and, under the pretense of impeaching 
him as a witness, all the incidents of his life be 
brought to bear with great force against him. * * * 
The embarrassments will more seriously affeot the 
innocent than the guiity and hardened in crime. 
Discreet counsel will hesitate before advising a 
client charged with high crimes to be a witness for 
himself under all the disaivantages surrounding 
him. If, with this statute in force, the fact that he 
is not sworn can be used against him, and suspicion 
be made to assume the formand made to have the 
force of evidence, and circumstances, however 
slightly tendiug to prove guilt, be made conclusive 
evidence of the fact, then the individual is morally 
coerced, although not actually compelled to be a 
witness against himself, and the Constitution, which 
protects a party accused of crime from being a wit- 
ness against himself, will be practically abrogated.” 


Mr. Parsons proposed to show that on his tes- 
timony before the Senate committee Mr. Sharp 
said he had had nothing to do with the $500,000, 
proceeds of the 500 second mortgage bonds. His 
most explicit denial that he had the slightest 
connection with the transaction would be given 
to the jury. The defense would prove that Mr. 
Sharp had asked for an opportunity to explain 
to the Senate committee matters which the com- 
mnittee only touched upon; it would present the 
jury with a completed story instead of the half 
giveu by the Senate committee. On this head 
Mr. Sharp’s counsel, Mr. George Bliss, would 
testify. Mr. Sharp had been described asa rich 
man. Mr. Parson's had yet tolearn that there 
was one law for the rich and one for the poor. 
In order that such a consideration might be 
without effect the jury was selected from nearly 
2,000 citizens. Where did the District Attorney 
find justification for such a statement, when he 
afterward admitted that at the time the fran- 
thise was secured Mr. Sharp was bankrupt? 
Mayor Edson had said the Cable Company had 
offered $1,000,000 for the franchise; he had so 
stated in a message delivered to the Aldermen 
aftera vote on the franchise resolutions had 
been taken. Mr. Parsons would not say Mr. 
Sharp did not benefit largely by the franchise: 
BUY interest which came to him through it was 
at the end of 35 years of effort to procure the 
passage of such an act us enabled the building 
of a road on Broadway. 
the conditious under which the franchise was 


granted were far more beneficial to the city than 
if $1,000,000 had been paid for it. 
he indictment suid that Jacob Sharp, James 
W. Foshay, Thomas B. Kerr, Jatnes A. Rich- 
mond, John Keenan, Robert E. De Lacy, and 
William H. Molonéy were guilty of bribery in 
the procurement of the Broadway franchise Kd 
offering, on Aug. 30,1884, to Ludolph A. Full- 
ff,an Alderman, $20,000; that not Jacob 
harp aione, but all of these people, conspired to 
give or to agree to give Fullgraff $20,000 for his 
vote. Mr. Sharp was on trial alone and could 
not be affected by testimony which related to 
others only. Was Fuligraff bribed? Was there 
an agreement through which Fullgraff was cor- 
rupted and in return for $20,000 gave his vote? 
That Mr. Sharp had given this money had not, 
the speaker assumed, been proved. The de- 
fendant made no concession, but did not intend 
to fight the case of the Aldermen. Where 
is the evidence of a currupt agreement? Only 
that at a meeting at McLougblin’s house 
two companies made an offer for the 
franchise; these two companies were the 
Cable and the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Company; the first offered $750,000 ani the 
last offered $500,000. The defendant would 
prove that such an offer had been made by the 
Cable Company. Did Fullgraff’s testimony alone 
prove acorrupt agreement? The law said a de- 
fendant could not be ‘convicted on the unsup- 
ported testimony of an informer, though a jury 
might believe such testimony. Mr. Parsons did 
not care to allude to Fuugratf as a perjurer and 
informer, but mustask the jury to recollect that 
his testimony had not been corroborated by any 
of the persons said to be present at McLough- 
lin’s house. Though he turnedinformer through 
remorse he testified that he had not returned 
his $10,000, because De Lacy, from whom he 
received it, has not returned tothe city. Had 
the prosecution shown that $500,000 had been 
paid to the Aldermen for their votes? It had 
been assumed that the testimony of ex-Alder- 
man Pearson was a surprise to the defense. 

Mr. Stickney smiled. 

Did Mr. Sharp agree to pay Mr. Pearson one 
dollar? There is nothing to show that he did; 
yet Pearson was the only man who had testified 
to his relations with Sharp. Fuligraff had said 
that to be an Alderman was to be corrupt. Who 
is responsible for the Aldermen? Not Mr. Sharp 
more than the jury, than the speaker, than the 
public at large. It was said the amount men- 
tioned at McLoughlin’s house—the testimony of 
au alleged accomplice, an informer, a perjurer— 
was of the amount of the issue of second mort- 
gage bonds. From this circumstance the jury 
had been asked to conclude that this amount 
had been used by Sharp in bribing the 
Aldermen. Mr. Pearson referred to the 
business transactions of ex-Aldermen Farley, 
Kenney, and others, but these transactions 
did not prove that Mr. Sharp was ghilty of brib- 
ery. Ex-Judge Ashbel Green received $50.000 
in large bills; did that convict him of theft? 
Was there not an honest source for that money ? 
Circumstances to convict Sharp must be incop- 
sistent with innocence. Was it impossible that 
the money vsed by Farley had not an honest 
source? It had been shown that Moloney had 
changed $1,500 in two bills; might he not have 
come honestly by that money for services ren- 
dered as clerk to the Aldermen? MeQuade paid 
off a mortgage of $4,500, and the jury was asked 
to see a connection between that amount and 
the $500,000 of second mortgage bonds issued 
by the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company. How explain that the possession of 
$33.500 by one man corresponds with the claim 
that the Aldermen were bribed by the division 
among them of $500,000 when it had been 

yroved that one man received $5,000, another 

10,000, and others corresponding amounts? 

What was the defendant’s case? For 35 years 
Mr. Sharp was engagedin procuring, with others, 
the right to lay rails on Broadway. There is 
meritin that position. He had in opposition 
many elements, among them other companies 
and property holders. Twenty years ago the 
Harlem Railroad Company had attempted to 
take without warrant the right ultimately se- 
cured by Mr. Sharp. Was it suggestive of crime 
to attempt to procure the passage of a law by 
the Legislature, always assuining the legislation 
is commendable? The prosecution had only 
claimed thai it could prove Mr. Sharp's guilt by 
circumstances, but was it a suspicious cir¢um- 
stance that Mr. Sharp had done his utmost to 
procure the passage of a law which enabled him 
to build a railroad on Broadway? Pottle had 
testified that he had been offered $5,000 if he 
would insert “Broadway and Fifth-avenue” in 
the bill. In his story there was not a word of 
truth. The billitseif would be put in evidence 
andit would show that Mr. Sharp had not had 
anything inserted in the bill, but had maintained 
that something should be left out. The defend- 
ant wovla himself prove that. It would be 
shown that the circumstances detailed by Pottle 
coulda not have occurred. 

What were the immediate circumstances upon 
which it was expected to convict the defendant? 
He would place a witness on the stand who 
would tell a connected and continuous story of 
all that occurred up to the 5th of October, 1884. 
Mr. Parsons made a reference to the suggestive- 
ness of the Assistant District Attorney’s in- 
quiries. Had he usked the speaker if he were 
sitting on a chair he would do soina manner to 
cause an impression that to sit on that particular 
chair was a crime. 

Several jurors smiled. 

Many of the arts of the prosecutor were the 
arts of the advocate. One of these was to refer 
to Tweed as the greatest malefactor of the age 
and to turn and point to Jacob Sharp. The case 
of the people against Sharp could not be decided 
upon anything of that sort, but upon the evi- 
dence. “ Pregnant circumstances,” such as the 
eight or ten visits of Moloney to the office of 
Robinson, Scribner & Bright, and the tact that 
the report of the railroad committee had been 
prepared by the company’s counsel, and that 
the meetings of the company were held at that 
office, did not prove that Jacob Sharp was guilty 
of bribery. Mr. Parsons hoped that the per- 
formance of a lawyer’s work by a lawyer was 
not suggestive of crime; if it were so he would 
hasten to get out of the profession. 

Moloney had bungled. The prosecution had 
proved that six of the notices of the special 
meeting had not been received until 1 o’clock on 
the day of the meeting. Was the omission in- 
tentional, that these men should be kept away? 
Why should they be kept away? All of them, 
except Aldermen Grant and O'Connor, had voted 
for the resolutions which gave the tranchise to 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company. 
Moloney simply had bungled, and had there been 
any fraud about the transaction he would cer- 
tainly have been more careful. The prosecution 
said Lyddy’s suit was a proper suit, but that 
Lyddy was not a proper man. Mayor Edson did 
not reflect the wishes of his constituents in de- 
claring that he was not in favor of a railroad on 
Broadway. The board had five days tn which 
to pass the resolutions granting the franchise, 
and if the Lyddy suithad not been disposed of 
within that time the Aldermen could not have 
given the Broadway franchise. The court said 
the Lyddy suit was barren of facts. Lyddy 
agreed to withdraw his suit for a consideration 
—$12,500—and for this Jacob Sharp is to be con- 
victed of corrupting the Aldermen with $500,- 
000 by inducing them to vote in his favor on the 
morning after the injunction had been dissolved. 

Would anybody tell Mr. Parsons why the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company should 
offer to pay whatever compensation was fair to 
the city if the company had already purchased 
the Aldermen? Every opposing interest filed 
objections which were heard by the Railroad 
Committee before the latter finally granted the 
Broadway franchise. At that meeting in Octo- 
ber ex-Alderman Waite, who was Chairman, said 
the committee would first hear those in opposi- 
tion and then hear the advocates of the Broad- 
way Surface Company. Waite testified that he 
obtained his instructions from Scribner & 
Bright, through Moloney, therefore Sharp was to 
be convicted of bribery because, even if Waite 
did get his instructions as he testified—which he 
did not—his instructions were eminently proper 
it he followed them. 

In closing his address Mr. Parsons assured the 
jury that be felt certain his client would not be 
convicted on perjured testimony; that he could 
only be convicted on evidence that appealed to 
the intelligence of fair-minded men who were 
sworn to give hima fairtrial. Thejury was 
asked to always keep in mind thatthe acts of 
others did not concern Jacob Sharp, and that at 
meetings at which acts having an alleged illegal 
bearing had been consummated the prosecution 
had proved that Jacob Sharp was not present. 
It was asked, too, to remember that when Jacob 
Sharp’s counsel was a witness the defendant 
had waived all privilege that might have 
allowed the witness to retain testimony which 
the prosecution was anxious to obtain. Mr. 
Sharp had never even spoken of the mortgage of 
$500,000. Nor had he ever had the slightest in- 
terest in the books which had been produced in 
the case and were said to explain how the 
$500,000 was disposed of. The jury should re- 
member that Mr. Sharp did not handle any large 
amount of money until June, 1885, and that, ac- 
cording to the prosecution, he was bankrupt in 
the Summer of 1884. 

The jury should not and would not conclude, 
as the prosecution did, that the case against 
Jacob Sharp has been made out simply because 
on one or two occasions Mr. Sharp had come 
in contact with Moloney. One gratification that 
remained to the jury was that it would not hear 
Mr. Parsons again; another was that the case 
was drawing to aclose. The speaker had feared 
at one time that the defendant would not 
live to the end, but he did live, and the jury 
would not convict a man of his years on circum- 
stances that were only suspicious. To convict 
him would require evidence. 

Mr. Parsons asked the jury to listen carefully 
to the testimony for the defense, though much 
of it would be old, and then thanked it for the 
close attention it had given to him. 

Tho first witness called for the defense was 
John M. Scribner, one of Mr. Sbharp’s railroad 
counsel, He drew the petition that was pre- 
sented to the Board of Aldermen on June 30, 
1884. The first formal proceeding was on May 
9, 1884, asking for the appointment of acom- 
mission. The witness remembered that efforts 
had been made since 1864 to obtain the right to 

build a street railroad on Broadway. There 
was always the strongest opposition to such a 
road, at least until the present road was built. 
Two grants had been made to individuals, but | 
had been vetoed by the Governor. Alexander 
T. Stewart probably killed both attempts. 

Mr. Scribner was examined by Mr, Parsons, 
who withdrew him to give a couple of witnesses 
from Albany an opportunity to be heard. They 
were examined by ex-Judge Nelson. The firstof | 
these, Charles A. Hooper, said he was connected 
with the Secretary of State's office as land clerk. 
He produced the original railroad act which was 
vetoed by Gov. Cleveland in 1883. It was in this |

that Mr. Pottle had not told the truth. Pottle 
had been asked to produce the bill and said he 
could not do so. The billin court was the only 
one passed by the Legislature in 1883. The wit- 
ness said he found it in a drawerin which vetoed 
bills are kept. The second witness, Charles R. 
Dayton, engrossing clerk of the Senate and 
connected with the Legislature since 1852. was 
hardly under way when court was adjourned. 

Before court adjourned Mr. Nicoll compiained 
that he had been misrepresented to the jury by 
Mr. Parsons, who claimed the prosecutor had 
told the jury it was his personal belief the de- 
fendant was guilty. He had not expressed a 
personal opinion, he said. Mr. Parsons said the 
report of the case would show that he had. The 
matter was then dropped for the time. It is not 
expected that the defense will produce any 
startling testimony, though Col. George Bliss 
may furnish something of interest when he takes 
the stand. > 

Jacob Sharp was assisted up the steps into 
Ludlow-Street Jail a very sick man yesterday 
evening, after being driven back from court, 
and was fain to sit in an easy chair to regain 
his strength. He ate nosupper, and looked and 
acted very feebly during the evening. Warden 
Keating was with him almost all the night, and 
Mrs. Sharp was near at hand. 

The jury dined at the Metropolitan Hotel and 
retired early.

MORMON ELDER. 


EXHIBITING HIMSELF AND FAMILY TO 
AN ADMIRING PUBLIC. 

A Mormon Elder has come to town—come 
with three of his wives anda selected dozen from 
his personal herd of children. There being noth- 
ing in the dispensation of Joseph Smith and the 
Latter-Day Saints against dime museums, this 
particular Mormon Elder and his tribe, as afore- 
said, occupy a platform in one of those institu- 
tions on the Bowery. Babies of various growths 
play about the stage, ard children of mature 
years have platforms by themselves. Altogether 
the spectacle is quite interesting and no more 


unpleasant than the four-legged baby, the two- 
headed cow, or any other of the long list of mon- 
strosities which strangely organized peoole pay 
10 cents to see. 

Under the shadow of the five-toothed what-is- 
it from Beowawee, and leaning against the 
Japanese mermaid, whose plaster of paris 
vitals have become indelicately evident through 
weur and tear, Elder Joshua Baker engin 4 
told his story. Joshuais not beautiful to loo 
at. His eyes are deep, hollow, and close 
together. His skin is dark, his hair is 
*“roached” inartistically, while a thick growth 
of mustache and beard make him less beautiful 
than a door mat with a cousinly resemblance to 
Jo-Jo, the dog-faced boy. Joshua said he had 
received the divine light in 1877 and had 
‘‘mormed” it ever since. He had married 
his first wife many years ago in Alabama. He 
moved to Utah after his conversion and settled 
onafarmin the southern part of Idaho, near 
Franklin. He married his second wife soon 
after arriving there. Since then he had married 
two more. His first wife died, doubtless unable 
to stand polygamy. He had been arrested un- 
der the Edmunds law and eonvicted. He had 
spent three months in jail at Blackfoot. Upon 
getting out he went to Detroit, and overtures 
were there made to him to become a circus, as it 
were, and he became. He was the father of 12 
living children ana had lost six. All his living 
children were with him. 

Having told his story, he exhibited his wives. 
The three women were seated on a platform at 
the street end of the hall. Behind them a stout 
woman with short hair thrashed a weak piano 
into a state of terrified and groaning subjection 
as the inspection went on. The first wife’s par- 
ents, when they broke a bottle of wine over her 
prow and slid her into the baptismal font, had 
breathed, he said, the name ‘“‘Jane W.” 

* Jane W.” is a tall woman, with an intelligent 
and dignified but not intellectual'face. She 
was cladin a soft brown dress, well made, and 
wore a cheap red shawl about her shoulders. His 
chair was beside hera, and it was evident that 
she was the favorite wife. She was a little ill at 
ease, and looked as if she would be much more 
at home in managing a farm than in sitting up 
to bestared at by the mob at 10 cents a stare. 
Baker explained that she was the first wife, hay- 
ing assumed by right that position when his 
actual first wife died. She was the mother of 
five of his children, four sons and one daughter. 

When he said “Emma,” wife No. 2 of the 
present calendar, but No. 3 under the old reck- 
oning, pricked up her ears. Emma had been 
“sealed” to him two years after he arrived in 
Idaho, he said. Perhaps it is well for Emma 
that she was so sealed; sealed hand and foot to 
him in that Endowment House behind the Salt 
Lake Tabernacle, because if she hadn’t been 
Joshua would surely have gotten away long be- 
fore this. Emma, in fact, is badly out of draw- 
ing. Herleft eye is bitterly at odds with her 
right, and in the matter of teeth she is almost a 
bankrupt.

RAPIDLY ABSORBING MILI- 
TARY PRECISION. 

TAKING TO CAMP DUTY WITH A VIM 
AND WITH LITTLE TIME FOR FROLIC 
AND MAKING A GOOD RECORD. 

PREKSKILL, June 27.—The Twelfth is 
absorbing military precision at a rapid rate. 

Since it came here last Saturday it has pur- 

sued the even tenor of its way, devoting little 

time to anything but the regular business of 
the came. The men, of course, have hud their 
fun, but it has been of such sort as not to inter- 
fere with the proper discharge of their duties, 
in all but a few individual cases. Such work 
could hardly fail to have the effect it has had. 

Every one who has gone through the camp has 

complimented the regiment on its gvod order, 

and although in military evolutions it is still 
far from a satisfactory state of perfection the 


improvement has been great since it came into 
camp. 

Guard mount this morning was a success. 
Very little fault could be found with it, no mat- 
ter how hypercritical the observer might be. 
After breakfast, about 9 o'clock, the regiment 
was divided into two battalions and marched 
out for battalion drill. Col. Jones commanded 


on the regular parade ground and Lieut.-Col. 
Dowd on the small ground at the entrance to 
the camp. The drill was chiefly in changes of 
front, forming in battle line, and other tactics 
that cannot be performed to advantage on the 
floor ofadrillroom. Lieut.-Col. Dowd gave his 
division a slight.taste of skirmishing. The drill 
was gone through with as well as the majority 
of the officers expected, but it was not satisfac- 
tory in all respects, The guides found their 
duties much harder to perform than in an 
armory, where a crack in the floor or some par- 
ticular spot on the wall can be used to take 
bearings from. Onthe open field they had no 
such aids, and were thrown out time after time. 
The battalion consequently became confnsed 
and presented irregular lines. Special instruc- 
tion given to some of the guides this afternoon 
will have the effect of making the drill to-morrow 
more as it shoyld be. 

The afternoon passed quietly. At Col. Jones’s 
tent Lieut.-Col. Dowd gave the company officers 
theoretical instruction, and Col. Jones mounted 
his horse and rode about the outposts to see that 
the sentinels understood all the minute details 
of challenging, saluting, &c. The shady Young 
Men’s Christian Association tent was well pat- 
ronized. The men have developed a great liking 
for this tent. The tent will easily hola 200, has 
a table running its whole length, well covered 
with ink, paper, pens, and books, and at night is 
brilliantly lighted. Theambition of the attendants 
seems to be to provide conveniences for their vis- 
itors, and when once one of the men goes there 
and finds he doesn’t have to listen to talk about 
which he cares nothing, but can sit down and do 
what he likes as long as he beliaves, he is apt to 
come again. A strong point, too, is the supply 
of basebalis and bats which are loaned on appli- 
cation. This afternoon all were ont, and games 
of ball were going on in different parts of the pa- 
rade grounds. 

he camp has been remarkably orderly. The 
only permanent occupants of the guardhouse 
are six men who were disorderly Saturday nicht 
and came across the wrong man—Oflicer of the 
Day Capt. ‘Charlie’ Burns, of Company B. 
They have been sad ever since, and Ordnance 
Sergt. “Tom” Dolan, the champion rifle shot, 
whois acting as Provost Sergeant, trots them 
allover the camp at double quick doing police 
duty. It wasn’t bad the first day, but now they 
feel the stings of their position. They were 
marched under guard this afternoon to the Hud- 
son and sent in swimming. It is hinted that 
they will be dealt with by court-martial later on. 
Col. Jones keeps the men very close in camp. 
Passes are issued only when good reasons can be 
given, and then only in limited numbers. The 
men of Company F, Capt. Murphy, were ac- 
corded the privilege of leaving camp to-day 
more readily than others, for only one wan from 
the company was out Sunday. The Captains 
have been given permission to let their men go 
down to the river to bathe without applying for 
passes. 

The officers have been in a state of excite- 
ment about Capt. Boylan, of Company K. The 
Captain is noted as a wit, is known by every- 
body, and knows everybody. Since being in 
camp he has performed his duties satisfactorily, 
buta change has come over him. Very tre- 
quently the flaps of his tent are down during 
broad day and the Captain isin a state of re- 
tirement. This has naturally caused surprise, 
and the officers have pretended to be at 9 loss 
for the reason of his sudden desire for seclusion. 
It has at last been discovered that Capt. Boylan 
is writing a set of poetical (?) biographies of the 
Twelfth’s officers. He has not fadvanced far, 
but there is a certain grandeur about his 
thoughts which have been transferred to paper 
thatis truly remarkable. Some of itis seen in 
the following, but the Captain modestly says it 
is not the best:

A sore-eyed cat, left by 
the Seventh, has been nursed back into vigorous 
health, and is a great pet. 

The Seventeenth Separate Company, of Flush- 
ing, has 35 men here, and they all snore. One 
of the sentries this morning said he could not 
get a wink of sleep when near the company’s 
street, even if he wished. Itia claimed, faintly, 
that the noise is Private Burdette combing out 
his bang, but the sentiment of the camp 1s that 


, itis the Flushing snore. 


Private Costello, of Company A, was severely 
wounded this morning. He may lose one leg— 
of his trousers—as it was cut nearly in twain. 
The wound was mysteriously inflicted, 

The Officer of the Day to-morrow will be Capt. 
Howland Pell, of Company A, and the Officer of 
the Guard Lieut. W. De Lancey Cunningham, of 
the Eighth Regiment, detailed to Company K. 

UNDER CONTRACT FROM ABROAD. 

Collector Magone investigated yesterday 
the case of the 25 French workmen who arrived 
on Sunday by the steamship La Gascogne, and 
who were detained at Castle Garden, on com- 
plaint that their immigration violated the law 


which prohibits the importation of contract labor. 
Messrs. Williams and Cowles, of Jersey City, ap- 
peared for the silk manufacturing firm of that 
place, C. W. Chatfanjan & Co., whose agent en- 
gaged the men at Lyons, France. The Collector 
sent for United States District Attorney Walker 
to hear the case with him. An affidavit was 
produced, signed by Jean Louis Assata, one 
of the men, to the effect that he had 
signed acontract or receipt before a notary at 
Lyons acknowledging that 200f. had been paid 
him by the agent of the manufacturers for his 
passage to this country, and that he had 
agreed to return this advance by a deduction of 
8 per cent. weekly from his wages until all 
should be paid. He swore that he had a verbal 
promise from the agent of employment at 60f. a 
week; he was earning only 12f. at home. 

The manufacturers’ lawyers argued that there 
was nothing to show obligation onthe part of 
the men to work for their client, but Mr. Ma- 
gone and Gen. Walker decided to the contrary, 
whereupon Messrs. Williams and Cowles gave 
notice that they would at once apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus to allow the men to proceed to 
their destination.

MR. MASON’S MISSION. 

Deputy Collector Mason returned yester- 
day from Washington. The news of his mission 
and its result had preceded him. He went to 
consult the Secretary of the Civil Service Board 
in regard to proposed changesin the rules gov- 
erning Custom House appointments. One change 
proposed is to make certification to the Collector 
of three persons three times for appointment. 
The present rules provide for the certification of 
four persons three times. As one candidate thus 
almost always drops out through no fault of his 
own, it is generally conceded that the rule might 
better be changed than not. Furtherin the line 
of change it is proposed to set and publish 
stated times for examinations, to have all papers 
marked at Washington, to abolish the age limit 
—it is now 45 years—aud to require a candidate 
to get 75 out of a possible 100 in examinations, 
instead of 65, as a qualification for admission to 
the service. The Civil Service Commission 
would have to pass upon any changes, and the 
aid of Congress might be needed. This confer- 
ence was only preparatory.

HIS MANY PLAYS AND LITERARY WORKS 
SOLD FOR A SONG. 


The announcement that Richard Walters’s 
Sons were to sell at the Amusement Exchange, 
yesterday, the plays, copyrights, music, stories, 
poems, lectures, and comico operas of Salmi 
Morse drew a tolerably large number of people 
to 1,162 Broadway, though it must have been 
curiosity that attracted them. it certainly was 
no burning desire to invest their money in Mr. 
Morse’s effusions, as subsequent events abun- 


dantly proved. The sale was made by order of 
the Public Administrator. There were 54 lots of 
manuscript, extremely voluminous, anda great 
deal of which was in the handwriting of Mr. 
Morse. The people present showed a tendency 
to mirth as the queer names of the productions 
bg read. The auctioneer showed a tendency 
0 ire. 

“ Now, gentlemen,” he began, “I sell the right, 
title, and interest which Salmi Morse had in 
these plays in February, 1884, when he died. 
The first on the list is a comedy in two acts enti- 
tled ‘Anno Domini 2000,’ with music by William 
Toepke. The play ought to fetch $250. Will 
aby one give $50?” 

There was silence. Then one of the crowd 
asked: “* What is the subject this play treats of?” 

The auctioneer rubbed his head in perplexity. 
“T can’t tell you,” he said sorrowfully. “It’s in 
two acts. Isn’t that enough?” Mr. Walters 
whispered to a gentleman and evidently caught 
an inspiration. “Ah,” he said, cheerfully, 
“Mr, Arnold believes ‘Anno Domini 2000’ is a 
comicopera. Willany one give me $25 to start ?” 

Mr. Walters was obliged to beg for $5, and was 
unable to get it. He then pleaded for $1, but no 
one resvonded. So he did the only thing possible 
under the circumstances—he gave it up. 

“Let us try ‘Temper; or, The History of an 
Aunt,’ ” was the next suggestion, but the crowd 
laughed rudely. 

* What is the leading character?” asked some 
one. 

“Oh, its a comedy, in four acts; an excellent 
thing,” said poor Mr. Walters, somewhat broken- 
ly. No bid could be obtained and the aunt’s history 
was Dassed over in silence. 

‘Doctor of Lima” was the next play put up 
for sale. ‘‘Every one knows it,” said the auc- 
tioner. ‘You've all heard of it, of course. There 
are six duplicates of Act IV. The play was 
produced im this city, I believe. Mr.: Eaves,” 
addressing the costumer, who was present, 
“can't you tell us all about it.’”’ 

*T can’t,” said Mr. Eaves, hopelessly; “it was 
certainly produced in this city.” 

““T remember,” said the auctioneer in jubilant 
tones. “It was given at the Union-Square The- 
atre in 1881 by Mme. Juanauschek. No bids? 
This is very discouraging.” A small voice then 
offered to give $1 and Mr. Walters was enthusi- 
astic. In his enthusiasm he immediately asked 
for $2. “ It’s a strong play for a leading man or 
woman,” he said. By dint of hard work and 
sheer persistence the sum of $22 was obtained, 
and ‘* Doctor of Lima” went to F. E. Freeman. 

Then the “Passion Play” was offered. One-quar- 
ter interest belonged to Albert J. Eaves, who, it 
1s alleged, paid $5,000 for the share. Mr. Eaves, 
however, was agreeably willing to allow the 
auctioneer to sell the remaining three-quarters. 
Mr. Freeman bought them for $45. ‘ Mid- 
winter Night’s Dream,” which the auctioneer 
declared to be very pretty, with its accompany- 
ing music, was sold, with “* Temper: or the His- 
tory of an Aunt” and “Anno Domini 2000” 
thrown in, for $8, to a gentleman who came 
mysteriously forward and positively declined to 
give his name. He was, however, known as 
Julius Asher, a diamond setter. He also bought 
‘“‘A Bustle among the Petticoats,” produced at 
the Twenty-third-Street Tabernacle in 1883, for 
$7; ‘* Queen Margaret’s Sister; or, a Princess of 
Naples and Jerusalem,” for $1, and a burlesque 
entitled “‘The Royal MHottentots,” together 
eee comic opera in four acts, without a name, 

or $1. : 

“In the Yellowstone; or, Little Box Elder,” 
originally produced at the Cosmopolitan, was 
the most successful of Mr. Morse’s productions 
yesterday; Mrs. Franck bought it for $55. E. B. 
Fitz buught “The Astrologer” and ‘Gustave 
Adolph” for $6, and, for $1, secured ‘The His- 
tory of a Mother,” ‘Baruch Koweski,” ‘The 
Avanataki,” and “Cinders.” “Agrippa the Great” 
and ‘‘ Jew and Jesus” went for $1. 

“‘T now offer the ‘Terrors of the Drama During 
the Reign of Terror,’” said Mr, Walters, with 
succulent emotion. “It can’t be more of a ter- 
ror than the sale has been. Who will bia?” 

No one answered, so in disgust he ggld “* The 
Terrors of the Drama” and everything that was 
left to R. B. Davenport, for $1. Mr. Davenport 
secured ‘‘Reminiscences of San Francisco,” a 
tale; ‘‘Expulsion” in six parts: “Cynicism,” a 
poem; “Amy _ Brown,” a tale; ‘ Deluvia;” 
‘Beneath the Tread,” another poem; a lecture; 
a comic opera entitled “A Pearl of a Laundress,” 
adapted from the French by Salmi Morse and 
Carl Kerssen, which Mr. Eaves declared was im- 
mensely funny. The sale of some 18 plays with 
lectures, poems, and tales amounted to $148, 
The gentleman who declined to give his name 
wanted to decline to pay until he received the 
goods, Mr. Walters, however, forced hiin to re- 
veal his identity, which he did with yery bad 
grace. 


POSSIBLY A MURDER. 


A WOMAN’S MUTILATED BODY FOUND 
IN THE EAST RiVER. 

The decomposed body of a woman, ap- 
parently about 25 years old, was found floating 
in the East River, off Harbeck’s Stores, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday, and was towed in by a watch- 
man. <A policeman found a piece of bagging 
tied tightly around the throat. The body was 
nude and terribly mutilated. It was taken to 


the Morgue, where it will be kept several days, 
in the hope of identification. It had been in the 
water for a long time. 

Coroner Rooney thinks the legs had been eut 
off at the knees, and that the woman had been 
held under the water by some weight attached 
to the cord about her neck. The people at the 
Morgue think the weight, if there was one, was 
attached to the feet, and that the legs finally 
parted at the knees. 

Policeman Crane, who first saw the body and 
the cord around the neck, was busy all day 
trying to learn what became of it. When he was 
first called by the watchman, he said he noticed 
this cord, and turned the body over so as to get 
one end of it. But there was no end and no 
knot. It appeared to be a narrow strip of the 
stuff used in manufacturing coffee bagging, and 
looked as if the ends had been sewed or woven 
together; it was about an inch wide. While he 
was gone to notify the Coroner, Watchman Lynn 
was the only person near,and he went away 
twice to attend to some duties on the pier. It 
was while both were away that the bagging was 
taken off or fell off and sank into the water.

DEATH OF DAN HINCKLEY ARNOLD. 
Mr. Dan Hinckley Arnold, the well 

known merchant, died at his residence, 382 

Fifth-ayenue, last Sunday. He was born Sept. 

18, 1800, in Hebron, near Hartford, Conn., 

and wasa son of Dr. Dan Arnold, a physician 


of that piace. After finishing his education at 
the Colchester (Conn.) Academy, he entered 
upon a business career in Hartford as junior 
partner inthe tirm of Robert Watkinson & Co. 
In 1825 he came to this city and established 
the importing house of Arnold & Rose. Thirty- 
two years later he accepted the Presidency of 
the Mercantile National Bank, holding the 
position during the trying years of the 
war. He retired from active business life 
in 1867. Heaiso held the positions of D!:sctor 
and President pro tem. of the Union Bax:, Di- 
rector and Vice-President of the Greenwich Sav- 
ings Bank, Trustee and incorporator of the 
United States Trust Company, and Director in 
the Continental Fire Insurance Company.

JACK HUSSEY’S MURDERER 


HIS ORIME RECOUNTED TO A 
CORONER'S JURY. 
WITNESSES OF THE SHOOTING MAKE OUT 
A BLACK CASE AGAINST OFFICER 

HAHN—THE VERDICT. 


Coroner Eidman held an inquest at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning in the case of Capt. 
Jack Hussey, who was shot on tha night of June 
2 by Officer Edward Hahn, of the Twelfth Pre- 


cinct, and died at Gouverneur Hospital last 
Tuesday. 


Officer John Dugan, of the Twelfth Precinat, 
testified that on the night in question, about 
11:15 o’clock, he was standing at the corner of 
Madison and Jackson streets and heard a shot 
fired down Jackson-street toward the river. He 
ran that way, and when he got below Monroe- 
street saw Officer Hahn in citizen’s clothes run- 
ning, followed by Hussey and others. Ashe got 
close Officer Hann ran across the street, and, 
upon reaching the curb, turned and fired another 
shot. Officer Dugan was by this time very close 
to Hussey, who, as soon as he saw him, struck 


him in the face. By coaxing and threats Hussey 
was induced to go to Gouverneur Ho=pital, 

Otticer William J. Deevy, of the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct, stated that at 11:25 P. M. June2 he was 
at the corner of Corlears and Water streets. Of- 
ficor Hahn came up with Thomas Daly, a citi- 
zen, and said, ‘* Deevy, I've shot Hussey. Here’s 
my revolver.” Deevy advised Habn to go to 
the hospital and see if Hussey would identify 
him. ahn did so,and in -Deevy’s presence 
Hussey identified him. 

Thomas Daly, of 307 Monroe-street, corrob- 
orated Officer Deevv’s testimony as to Hahn’s 
confession of the shooting. Daly thought Hahn 
was perfectly sober. 

Philip Laughlin, of 579 Grand-street, testified 
that at 10:50 P. M. on June 2 he was in Gouver- 
neur-street going home. He met Hussey and 
his daughter at the corner of Jackson pf Mad- 
ison streets, Hussey was pretty drunk and 
Laughlin walked toward his home with hiw. 
Hussey wanted to get a drink at the corner of 
Cherry and Jackson streets, but Laughlin ad- 
vised him to goon to his house. Laughlin and 
Hussey’s daughter had hold of the Captain. Of- 
ficer Hahn, who was in citizen’s dress, walked 
Across the street, put his hand on Hussey’s 
shoulder, and said, “Heilo! John.” Hussey 
looked up and said, ‘‘Wno are you, otticer?” 
Hahn then said, “I know you, John. What are 
you doing here? You’re making an ass of 
yourself.” Hussey replied, “I don’t know 
that I’m doing any harm.” Hahn said, “John, 
you know me.” Hussey answered: **No, but 
you're a good fellow anyhow.” Hahn asked 
Hussey to takeadrink. In the saloon Hussey 
inquired of Hahn if he was a detective. Hahn 
said: “No, I’ma ‘cop.’” They then left the 
saloon and walked toward Hussey’s house. At 
the door of his house Hussey invited Hahn to 
have a drink, but Hahn objected to going back 
to thesaloon. They then went to Owen Mce- 
Evoy’s, at 47 Jackson-street. Hussey called 
for whisky, Laughlin for a cigar, and Hahn for 
beer. Hussey drank his whisky before Hahn’s 
beer was drawn. Hahn called him mean for 
drinking before him, especially after his treating 
him. Hussey said he badu’t asked him to treat, 
and wasn't a beggar, and that it was very 
mean to talk about it, Hahn did not 
drink the beer, but walked to the door, 
and, drawing out a pistol, inserted it 
between the swinging doors and said, ““Come 
out onthe street, you big cur.” He repeated 
the remark when no answer was made. He then 
fired a shot, in what direction Laughlin did not 
see. Hussey and Langhlin five minutes after 
walked out of the saloon to Jackson-street. Hus- 
sey leaned against a wagon on Jackson street, 
near Cherry. Laughlin went out into the street 
and saw Hahn come across from the Vm 
side to Hussey, pistol in hand, level it at Hussey, 
and fire. Then Hussey ran for Hahn, and Hahn 
ran up Jackson-street with Hussey after him. 
When Officer Dugan came up Hahn was in the 
street, pistolin hand. There were three shots 
fired altogether. Laughlin thought Officer Hahn 
was slightly drunk. Thomas Featherstone, of 419 
Cherry-street, corroborated the previous wit- 
ness’s story of what happened after McEvoy’s 
saloon was entered. 

Owen McEvoy, proprietor of the saloon at 47 
Jackson-street, corroborated the story so far as 
it related to what happened in his saloon. 

Sergt. Thomas Lancer, of the Twelfth Precinct, 
testified that at 12:10 A. M. June 3 he was at 
his home. 75 Madison-street, when Officer Deevy, 
Officer Hahn in citizen’s dress, and Thomas Daly 
called upon him. Habn said to him: “Sergeant, 
I’ve shot Hussey. There’s the pistol,” pointing 
to a@ weapon lying on the tabie. The Sergeant 
took Hahn around to the hospital to have 
Hussey identify him. Hussey stretched out his 
right hand to Hahn, saying: “ What did you 
shoot me for?’ The officer took Hussey’s hand, 
but made no reply. 

William F. Howe appeared for Officer Hahn. 
By his advice the officer signed a statement that 
he reserved his defense for a higher tribunal. 
The jury brought in a verdict that John Hussey 
came to his death by a pistol-shot wound at the 
age - Otlicer Edward Hahn, who was held 
for trial. 


DR. DUGGAN BURIED. 


AND THE MAN WHO KILLED HIM IN- 
DICTED FOR MURDER, 

While the funeral of Dr. Edward H. Dug- 
gan, who was shot by George Weidler on Friday 
last, was in progress yesterday, the Kings Coun- 
ty Grand Jury was listening to the evidence in 
the case, and at 1 o’clock found a true indictment 
against Weidler for murder in the first degree. 
With the exception of the testimony of one wit- 
ness all the facts laid before the Grand Jury have 


been made public. This witness was an oflicer 
who questioned Weidler in regard to the reports 
of Dr. Duggan’s intimacy with Mrs. Weidler. Ac- 
cording to this otticer, Weidler denied ever 
charging Dr. Duggan with that offense, and 
_B8aid his wife never complained of the doctor’s 
behavior. Weidler said he didn’t know why he 
shot him. He had not intended to do so, but be- 
fore he knew what he was about his pistol had 
gone off. ‘But I have a good defense,” Weidler 
went on to say, ‘‘one that will surprise the pub- 
lie. Nobody knows what it is yet, but you will 
all be thunderstruck when you hear it.” Weid- 
< will be arraigned in the Sessions Court to- 


ay. 
Eight physicians, all intimate friends and busi- 


ness associates of Dr, Duggan, acted as pall 
bearers at his funeral The body was taken to the 
Church of the Transfiguration on Hooper-street at 
10 o’clock, but for nearly three hours before 
that a crowd of people, most of them the poor 
patients of the doctor, had gathered on the street 
in front of the house. At the request of Mrs. 
Duggan they were allowed to pass through the 
parlors and view the body before the hour for 
the funeral came. When the procession finally 
started there were nearly 200 carriages in line. 
The burial was in Calvary Cemetery.

SOULPTOR SCHMID MISSING. 
Rupert Schmid, atalented young sculptor, 
has been absent from his home, 219 East Thirty- 
sixth-street, since the 20th inst., and it is feared 
that, owing to financial troubles, he has com- 
mitted suicide. A few days ago his wife sent a 


letter to Superintendent Murray in which she 
said that her husband had been very down- 
hearted through not being able to collect money 
due him. He had also completed a life size 
figure for the Tillie Smith monument, but the 
committee had given the contract to another 
sculptor. She stated that he had gone to Brook- 
lyn to collect money, had failed to do so, and had 
written her a letter from Staten Island, stating 
that he was tired of life and threatening to 
commit suicide. Search has been made for the 
missing sculptor but without avail, and yester- 
day a general alarm was sent out to all the 
police stations in the city directing the police to 
search for the missing man. 

Schmidis anative of Bavaria, 32 years old. 
He studied his art in Munich and in 1874 re- 
ceived the medal for excellence. He did a great 
deal of excellent work for the Government of 
Saxony. In 1884 hecame to this country and 
executed many works which received great 
praise, particuiarly his figure of anymph for a 
public fountain. At the Electrical Exhibition 
in Philadelphia last September he exhibited a 
bustof Thomas A. Edison. He also executed 
busts of Johnson Barnes, the President of the 
exhibition; Mrs. Anna Ottendorfer, ex-Mayor 
Franklin Edson, and the late Police Commis- 
sioner Sidney P. Nichols. Of late he bas been 
engaged on a ten-foot figure of Spring for Cen- 
tral Park.

SUDDEN DEATH OF LUEE SLATER. 

Mr. Luke Slater, the marine engineer 
and iron founder, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease last Sunday at his home, 72 East Fifty- 
Sixth-street. Mr. Slater was born at Fishkill 
Dutchess County, N. Y., in 1832, of Dutch and 
Yankee parentage. When quite young he left 
home and went to Newburg, where he secured 
employment in one of the machine sho From 
there he came to New-York, entered the employ 
of Lombard & Ayers, and soon attained the posi- 
tion of Superintenent. Before he was 21 years 
of age he left this firm and went into business 
for himself, establishing the Redfern fron 
Works. He dissolved this partnership about 
12 years ago, and formed another under 
the firm name of Slater & Reid, at whose works 
have been repaired three-fourths of all the for- 
eign vessels that entered the port of New-York. 
On many occasions Mr. Slater was chosen as 
marine engineer both by the underwriters and 
the Government to estimate losses and cost of 
repairs when vessels were wrecked or otherwise 
danaged.
